IJYTRODUCTORY. 

To  THE  Society  of  the  Army  of  the  Cumberland  : 

The  undersigned,  3'our  Local  Executive  Committee,  ap- 
pointed at  the  Eighth  Annual  Reunion,  held  at  Columbus, 
Ohio,  September  16  and  17,  1874,  respectfully  submit  the  fol- 
lowing report  of  their  proceedings  incident  to  the  arrange- 
ments for  the  Eeunion  at  Utica,  Xew  York,  September  15 
and  16,  1875: 

REPORT. 

The  members  of  the  Committee  have  labored  under  great 
embarrassment,  in  being  ignorant,  to  a  great  degree,  of  the 
duties  they  were  to  perform.  Only  one  member  had  ever 
been  present  at  a  Reunion.  The  work  of  preparation  was 
therefore,  to  them,  entirely  new.  In  addition  to  this,  it  was 
quite  late  in  the  summer  before  the  members  were  notified  of 
their  appointment.  They  were  obliged,  moreover,  to  wait  for 
advice  and  instructions  from  members  of  the  Society  who 
were  familiar  with  the  preparation  of  former  Reunions. 
Owing  to  these  circumstances,  it  was  not  until  the  second 
week  in  August  that  any  definite  action  was  taken. 
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The  members  of  your  Committee  take  pleasure  in  ac- 
knowledging their  great  obligation  to  Captain  William  Mc- 
Crory,  of  Columbus,  Ohio,  for  valuable  information  and  as- 
sistance furnished  by  him. 

On  the  9th  day  of  August,  the  Committee  met  for  the 
first  time.  Little  business  was  transjicted.  It  was  intimated 
at  this  meeting  that  the  citizens  of  Utica  desired,  during  the 
Eeunion,  to  tender  to  the  Society  a  complimentary  ball  and 
reception,  but  no  definite  action  was  taken  in  regard  thereto, 
the  Committee  deeming  it  advisable,  before  making  so  great 
an  innovation  upon  the  traditional  usages  of  the  Society,  to 
consult  with  other  members. 

The  Committee,  at  this  meeting,  appointed  a  Committee 
on  Transportation,  who  took  immediate  steps  to  procure  such 
a  reduction  in  fare  from  the  difi:erent  railroad  cr)mpanies  as 
would  enable  the  members  of  the  Society  living  at  great  dis- 
tances to  attend  the  Reunion.  This  Committee  was  so  nearly 
unsuccessful,  although  every  eflbrt  was  made  by  them,  that 
your  Committee  did  not  deem  it  of  suflicient  consequence  to 
secure  the  reductions  which  were  offered. 

On  the  11th  day  of  August,  the  following  circular  address 
was  prepared  and  sent  through  the  Associated  Press  dis- 
patches, and  was  published  simultaneously  in  most  of  the 
prominent  daily  newspapers  on  the  following  morning  :

To  the  Officers  and  Soldiers  op  the  Army  op  the  Cumber- 
land : 

The  Ninth  Annual  Reunion  of  the  Society  of  the  Army  of  the 
Cumberland  will  be  held  at  the  Opera  House,  Utica,  New  York,  on 
Wednesday  and  Thursday,  the  15th  and  16th  days  of  September 
next. 
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The  Society  includes  every  officer  and  soldier  who  has  at  any 
time  served  with  honor  in  the  Army  or  Department  of  the  Cumber- 
land. It  has  for  its  objects  the  perpetuation  of  the  memory  of  the 
fortunes  and  achievements  of  that  Army,  and  the  promotion  of  a 
fraternal  feeling  and  friendship  among  all  the  men — officers  and 
soldiers — who  served  in  it. 

Members  of  the  Society,  and  those  who  served  with  them  in 
the  field,  are  earnestly  requested  to  attend  this  Eeunion,  and  join 
in  its  festivities. 

A  cordial  invitation  is  also  extended  to  members  of  other  Army 
Societies  to  attend  and  participate  with  this  Society  in  the  forma- 
tion of  new  friendships  and  the  renewal  of  old.  No  pains  will  be 
spared  to  make  this  Reunion  the  most  successful  and  pleasant,  and 
to  this  end  every  effort  will  be  made  by  those  having  chai'ge  of  its 
arrangement. 

The  people  of  Utica  will  extend  a  cordial  welcome  to  all  who 
shall  attend.  Arrangements  are  being  rapidly  perfected  with  the 
principal  railroad  companies  to  furnish  tickets  to  those  wishing  to 
attend  the  Eeunion  at  reduced  rates.  Timely  notice  of  the  reduc- 
tion in  fares,  and  of  the  companies  making  them,  will  be  given. 

During  the  meeting,  headquarters  will  be  at  Bagg's  Hotel. 

Members  of  the  Society  are  requested  to  advise  us,  at  their 
earliest  convenience,  of  their  intention  to  be  present.  All  com- 
munications should  be  addressed  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Com- 
mittee, W.  H.  Bright,  Utica,  New  York.

On  the  20th  of  August,  at  the  call  of  Hon.  Charles  W. 
HuTCHiNSOx,  Mayor  of  the  city,  a  general  meeting  of  the  citi- 
zens and  soldiers  was  held  at  the  Common  Council  Chambers, 
at  which  your  Committee  was  present  h}'  invitation.  It  was 
there  resolved  to  tender  to  the  members  of  the  Society  a  com- 
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plimentaiy  reception  and  ball,  on  the  evening  of  the  second  i 
day  of  the  Reunion. 

Your  Committee  accepted  this  tender,  in  behalf  of  the 
Society,  and  gave  to  the  committee  of  citizens  appointed  full 
charge  and  control  of  all  arrangements  for  Thursday  evening. 

The  members  who  were  present  will  decide  whether  the 
Committee  erred. 

From  this  date  forward,  until  the  Reunion,  your  Com- 
mittee and  the  committee  appointed  at  the  above  meeting 
worked  together,  and,  in  all  they  did  in  perfecting  the  ar- 
rangements for  the  Reunion,  your  Committee  were  at  every 
step  most  generously  supported  by  the  citizens  of  Utica. 

The  various  citizen  committees,  and  the  sub-committees 
appointed  by  us,  were,  in  several  instances,  composed  of  the 
same  gentlemen,  and  are  hereinafter  reported  together. 

On  August  22d,  your  Committee  issued  the  following  cir- 
cular address  to  all  members  of  the  Society  whose  names  and 
addresses  could  be  ascertained,  and  to  all  others,  whose  ad- 
dresses were  known,  who  had  served  in  our  Army : 

Utica,  New  York,  Avgust  22,  1875. 

Deal'  Sir: — The  Ninth  Annual  Reunion  of  the  Ai^iny  of  the 
Cumberland  will  be  held  in  this  city,  on  Wednesday  and  Thursday, 
the  15th  and  16th  days  of  September  next. 

The  Committee  earnestly  requests  eveiy  member  of  the  Society 
to  be  present  on  that  occasion. 

Every  effort  is  being  made  to  make  the  coming  Reunion  pleas- 
ant and  agreeable  to  all  who  shall  attend. 

The  citizens  of  Utica  and  vicinity  will  give  you  a  hearty  wel- 
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come,  and,  during  the  Reunion,  will  tender  to  the  vSociety  a  grand 
compHmentary  reception  and  ball.  Arrangements  liave  also  been 
made  to  enable  members  of  the  Society  and  their  guests  to  join  in 
excursions  to  Trenton  Falls,  Cooperstown,  and  other  places  of  in- 
terest, on  the  da}-  following  the  Reunion.

A  similar  circular  of  invitation  was  sent  to  a  large  num- 
ber of  members  of  other  Army  Societies,  while  many  men, 
eminent  in  civil  life,  were  invited  by  personal  letters. 

In  addition  to  the  general  circular  to  members,  invitations 
were  published  in  many  newspapers.  In  this  manner,  many 
soldiers  of  our  Army  w^ere  notified  of  the  Reunion,  whom 
your  Committee  were  otherwise  unable  to  reach. 

From  the  members  of  the  Society,  w^e  regret  to  report, 
w^e  did  not  receive  prompt  or  numerous  responses  to  the  cir- 
cular sent  them,  and  in  only  a  few  instances  did  tbey  notify 
us  of  their  intention  to  be  present.  The  attention  of  mem- 
bers has  frequently  been  called  to  the  necessity  of  informing 
the  Local  Committee  whether  they  intend  to  attend  the  Ee- 
union.  We  again  most  respectfully  urge  members  to  see  to  it 
that  no  future  Committee  shall  experience  the  embarrassment 
and  increased  labor  which  this  neglect  so  often  entails  upon 
them. 

We  would  here  suggest  to  the  Society  the  advisability  of 
changing  the  time  for  holding  the  Reunion  to  some  other 
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season  of  the  year,  when  business  and  professional  men  are 
more  at  leisure.  From  our  experience  as  a  Committee,  we 
are  sure  tins  would  insure  a  largely  increased  attendance. 
The  Eeunion,  as  now  usually  held,  comes  at  the  time  when 
fall  business  opens  after  the  warm  season,  and  when  men  of 
all  occupations  are  the  most  fully  occupied. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Committee  desired  the  busi- 
ness of  the  Society  to  be  completed  the  first  day  of  the  Re- 
union, no  definite  order  of  exercises  was  arranged  for  the  sec- 
ond day.

At  the  hour  named  in  the  programme  the  Society  formed 
at  Bagg's  Hotel,  and,  escorted  by  the  Utica  Citizens'  Corps 
and  the  Governor's  Ishmd  Band,  proceeded  to  the  Opera 
House,  where  the  Society  was  received  by  his  Honor,  Charles 
W.  Hutchinson,  Mayor  of  Utica,  who  welcomed  the  Society 
to  the  hospitalities  of  the  city.  • 

The  streets  along  the  line  of  march  were  densely 
crow^ded,  evidencing  the  great  interest  of  the  people  in  their 
guests. 

Buildings,  both  public  and  private,  were  elaborately  and 
tastefally  decorated.  ISTor  was  this  confined  to  the  principal 
streets  of  the  city,  but  everywhere  its  citizens  decorated  their 
residences  and  grounds  with  appropriate  emblems  and  mot- 
toes, and  the  whole  city  presented  a  generous  and  hospitable 
appearance  by  day  and  at  night. 
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The  Opera  House  was  handsomely  decorated.  Life-sized 
portraits  of  General  George  H.  Thomas  and  General  Wil- 
liam S.  RosECRANS  Avere  placed  on  either  side  of  the 
stage,  and  could  l)e  distinctly  seen  from  all  parts  of  the 
house. 

In  the  absence  of  General  Sheridan,  the  President  of 
the  Society,  General  Joseph  Hooker,  the  senior  Vice-Presi- 
dent, presided.  "When  the  Society  was  called  to  order,  the 
Opera  House  was  well  filled  by  a  large  audience  of  ladies  and 
gentlemen. 

In  the  evening  of  the  15th,  the  Society  again  formed, 
and  proceeded  to  the  Opera  Hovise  under  the  escort  of  the 
Adjutant  Bacon  Cadets. 

The  house  was  crowded,  long  before  the  hour  appointed, 
by  an  intelligent  audience,  to  listen  to  the  Annual  Oration  by 
Colonel  George  I.  Waterman,  of  Chicago,  while  thousands 
were  turned  away,  being  unable  to  gain  admittance.  It  is 
doubtful  if  a  larger  crowd  of  people  ever  assembled  in  Utica. 
And  long  after  the  house  was  full  and  the  exercises  were 
begun,  the  streets  outside  were  densely  blockaded  by  an  eager 
and  expectant  people  for  several  blocks  either  way. 

The  Society  held  no  session  after  this  evening,  having 
completed  the  transaction  of  all  necessary  business  before  ad- 
journment in  the  afternoon. 

On  the  morning  of  the  16th,  the  members  of  the  Society 
were  invited  to  join  in  an  excursion  to  Trenton  Falls,  a  special 
train  being  placed  at  their  disposal  through  the  generous 
courtesy  of  the  oificers  of  the  Utica  and  Black  River  Rail- 
road Company.  They  returned,  well  pleased  with  their  trip, 
about  noon. 
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During  the  afternoon,  the  nionihcrs  of  the  Society  were 
conducted  in  carrioges  through  tlie  city,  visiting  the  puhHc 
institutions  and  other  places  of  interest. 

By  special  invitation  of  ])k.  John  V.  Gray,  a  large  num- 
ber visited  the  State  Lunatic  Asylum,  and  were  handsomely 
entertained. 

At  four  o'clock  the  Mayor  received  and  generously  en- 
tertained the  members  of  the  Society  and  their  guests  at  his 
residence. 

At  about  four  o'clock  the  various  military  organizations 
of  the  city,  under  command  of  General  Dering,  made  a  gen- 
eral parade  in  honor  of  the  city's  guests.  They  marched  in 
review  before  the  residence  of  Hon.  Roscoe  Conkling,  and 
saluted  the  J*resident,  and  then  proceeded  to  the  Mayor'.s  res- 
idence,'where  they  saluted  the  General  of  the  Army,  General 
Hooker,  and  the  other  members  of  the  Society. 

One  pleasant  and  interesting  incident  of  the  Reunion 
was  the  presence  of  the  celebrated  American  Rifle  Team,  tlie 
Captain  of  which  is  a  member  of  our  Society.  The  team  oc- 
cupied seats  upon  the  stage,  and  were  received  with  the 
greatest  enthusiasm.  At  the  close  of  the  evening  exercises 
at  the  Opera  House,  the  members  of  the  Society  Avere  invited 
to  join  in  a  reception  given  in  honor  of  the  team  by  the  Utica 
Club.  The  gentlemen  of  the  club  entertained  their  guests  in 
a  very  hospitable  manner,  and  the  reception  was  in  every 
respect  a  pleasant  affair,  and  was  enjoyed  by  a  large  number 
of  the  members  of  the  Society. 

Thursday  evening,  the  citizens  of  Utica  gave  the  recep- 
tion and  ball  at  the   Opera  House,  in  honor  of  the  Society. 
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The  eutertainmeut  was  an  elegant  one.  All  the  most  san- 
guine predictions  as  to  its  success  were  more  than  realized. 
•  This  success  removed  the  last  doubt  from  the  minds  of  your 
Committee  in  respect  to  the  change  which  had  been  made 
from  the  usnal  programme.  The  rain  of  the  afternoon  and 
evening  in  no  wise  seemed  to  aftect  the  enthusiasm  of  the 
citizens  or  prevent  the  large  attendance  which  was  expected. 
The  Committee  in  charge  of  the  Opera  House  performed  its 
duties  admirably.  The  floor  over  the  parquette,  which  had 
been  erected  for  this  purpose,  seemed  to  have  been  always  in 
position,  so  flrmly  was  it  built.  The  decorations,  which  were 
numerous  and  elaborate,  were  appropriate  and  tasteful.  The 
attendance  of  prominent  gentlemen  from  all  parts  of  the 
State  was  large. 

The  reception  occupied  the  early  hours  of  the  evening, 
thus  aitbrding  the  citizens  an  opportunity  of  meeting  their 
guests.  Dancing  began  at  ten  o'clock,  dances  and  prome- 
nades alternating. 

A  correspondent  closes  his  account  of  the  evening's  en- 
tertainment as  follows : 

"  No  notice  of  this  event,  written  at  the  late  hour  required  by 
the  circumstances,  can  do  justice  to  its  elegance  and  success  in 
every  particular.  Each  succeeding  moment  seemed  to  be  more 
and  more  enjoyable,  and  the  culmination  was  a  grand  triumph. 
Nothing  of  the  kind  ever  before  attempted  in  this  city  or  vicinity 
has  equaled  it.  It  reflected  the  greatest  credit  upon  the  city  and 
the  good  people  who  tendered  it,  with  the  most  perfect  cordiality, 
to  their  honored  guests,  the  brave  men  of  the  Society  of  the  Army 
of  the  Cumberland.  It  will  be  long  ere  the  bright  dream  will  be 
forgotten."

nisbed  by  tbem,  and  for  tbe  cordial  manner  in  wbicb  tbey 
supported  every  effort  of  tbis  Committee  to  perfect  tbe  ar- 
rangements for  tbe  Reunion.  Tbe  number  of  soldiers  living 
in  Utica  and  vicinity,  wbo  were  known  to  bave  served  witb 
our  Army,  was  limited  to  tbe  members  of  tbis  Committee ; 
yet  tbe  citizens  of  Utica  rendered  pecuniary  aid  and  personal 
service  witb  an  entbusiasm  as  great  as  tbougb  all  ber  best 
and  bravest  sons  were  Camberland  Army  men.

iMORNING  SESSION. 

The  Society  of  the  Army  of  the  Ci(rnberlaii(J,m  piivsiiaiice  of 
its  order  of  adjournment  at  the  Eighth  Annual  Reunion,  held 
at  Columbus,  Ohio,  met  at  Utica,  IsTew  York,  at  12  o'clock  m., 
on  the  15tli  day  of  September,  1875,  at  headquarters  ap- 
pointed by  the  Local  Executive  Committee,  at  Bagg's 
Hotel. 

During  the  firing  of  a  national  salute,  the  Society  formed, 
and  escorted  by  the  Utica  Citizens'  Corps,  marched  to  the 
Opera  House. 

The  Society  was  called  to  order  by  Colonel  W.  C.  Squire, 
Chairman  of  the  Local  Executive  Committee,  who  addressed 
the  Society  as  follows  : 

Gentlemen  of  the  Society  of  the  Army  of  the  Cumherland : 

In  accordance  with  your  usage,  I  call  you  to  order.  "We  are 
now  assembled  at  our  Ninth  Annual  Eennion,  and  ma}-  congratu- 
late ourselves  upon  the  attendance  of  so  many  distinguished  men

of  our  Army^ — gathered,  as  they  are,  many  of  them,  from  the  dis- 
tant States  and  Territories  of  the  Union.  A  decade  has  passed,  and 
many  are  gone  from  earth.  Many  are  absent,  and  yet  many  of 
those  absent  ones  are  doubtless  present  with  us  in  spirit  to-day. 
Among  the  number  of  the  latter,  I  regret  to  say,  is'  the  honored 
President  of  our  Society  (whose  name  can  not  pass  our  lips  with- 
out inspiring  a  glow  of  honest  pride  in  all  our  hearts).  Lieutenant 
General  Philip  H.  Sheridan.  With  your  permission,  I  will  read 
the  following  dispatch,  signed  bj'  him,  and  just  received  by  me: 

Ashland,  Oregon,  September  15. 
Although  absent  in  person,  my  heart  and  thoughts  are  with 
my  old  comrades  of  the  Army  of  the  Cumberland. 
Wishing  all  a  happy  and  a  long  life,  I  remain

Eut  we  have  our  Vice-President  with  us,  a  distinguished 
General,  whose  name  and  presence  we  delight  to  honor — the  hero 
of  many  fields,  but  who  is  especially  dear  to  us  as  the  hero  of 
Lookout  Mountain.  Although  of  infirm  health,  he  has  kindly 
consented  to  occupy  the  chair.  I  therefore  take  pleasure  in  intro- 
ducing General  Joseph  Hooker,  your  presiding  officer. 

General  Hooker  then  assumed  the  Chair. 

Colonel  Squire  then  said  that  the  General  requested  him 
to  annouuce  that  the  next  business  in  order  ^vas  prayer  by 
the  Chaplain,  Thomas  B.  Yan  Horne. 

opening  prayer. 
Let  us  pray.  Almighty  God,  our  Heavenly  Father,  we  come 
before  Thee  in  the  attitude  of  prayer,  in  obedience  to  prescribed 
duties;  and  yet,  we  trust  we  come  into  Thy  presence  to  honor 
Thee.  Standing  upon  the  threshold  of  this  pleasant  Eeunion,  we 
w^ould   acknowledge  that  Thou  art  our  Creator,  Preserver,  and 
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Munificent  Benefactor.  Wc  would  acknowledge  that  we  are  under 
Thy  i^rovidenco,  and  that  wo  have  experienced  Thy  goodness. 
But,  while  coming  into  Th}^  presence,  wc  would  arrest  the  joy 
which  swells  our  hearts  upon  this  Eeunion,  when  wc  think  that 
many  who  have  met  with  us  before  are  not  here  to-da}-.  Man}' 
liave  finished  their  earthly  career,  and  have  gone  to  that  bourne 
from  whence  no  traveler  returns. 

We  have  met  here  to-day,  to  keep  in  remembrance  the  lesson 
taught  by  the  war,  enforced  by  its  terrible  exigencies.  We  would 
honor  Thee  as  the  author  of  our  blessings  and  as  the  author  of  our 
Union;  and,  in  looking  over  its  history,  to  its  origin,  we  would 
see,  in  the  sublime  events  of  its  birth,  the  hand  of  God,  and 
we  would  trace  that  hand,  in  the  history  of  the  nation,  through  its 
various  trials  and  triumphs.  We  implore  Grod,  in  His  providence, 
and  in  His  almighty  power,  that  we  will  be  kept  in  the  future  as 
in  the  past. 

We  pray  Thy  blessing  may  rest  upon  each  one  of  us  individ- 
ually, and  as  a  nation,  and  that  the  God  of  our  fathers  will  be 
our  God.  Hear  us  in  our  supplications,  we  ask,  through  Christ, 
our  Eedeemer.     Amen. 

Colonel  Squire  then  said: 

Mr.  Presidtnt: 

I  have  the  honor  to  introduce  to  you  the  mayor  of  this  city, 
who  will  now  address  you  and  the  Society. 

Mayor  Hutchinson  then  delivered  the  following  ad^ 
dress : 

Soldiers  of  the  Army  of  the  Cumberland : 

In  acknowledgment  of  the  high  compliment  and  honor  paid' 
our  city,  in  its  selection  as  the  place  of  holding  your  Ninth  Annual 
Eeunion,  on  behalf  of  our  citizens  I  gratefully  express  their  full  ap- 
preciation of  3-our  action  ;  and  all  have  cordially  united  in  their

eflfbrts  to  mature  ai-rangements,  that  your  pleasure  and  comfort 
maybe  enhanced  during  your  brief  visit. 

The  Army  which  you  represent  has  become  famed,  by  reason 
of  its  various  campaigns,  the  admirable  skill  of  your  officers,  as 
well  as  for  the  discipline  and  bravery  of  the  soldiers.  And  your 
record  has  been  written  by  historic  pen  in  never-to-be-forgotten 
character. 

In  farther  tribute  to  your  deeds,  the  people  of  the  "United 
States  have  tendered  to  members  of  your  organization  the  highest 
official  positions  in  their  gift.  And  the  acceptance  of  your  invita- 
tion by  the  President  of  the  United  States  and  the  General  of  the 
Army,  is  a  most  expressive  acknowledgment  to  you. 

The  fuller  recognition  of  your  j)ublic  services  I  leave  for  the 
more  formal  welcome,  in  acknowledgment  of  your  first  visit  to  the 
State  of  New  York,  which  is  to  be  expressed  to  you  this  evening. 

In  the  form  of  the  Eeception  tendered,  our  citizens  have 
endeavored  to  divest  them  of  ostentatious  display  or  exacting 
formalities. 

And  trusting  that  the  spirit  of  our  hospitalities  may  be  in 
accordance  with  your  desire,  that  your  visit  here  may  be  remem- 
bered with  impressions  as  agreeable  as  those  produced  upon  us  by 
the  honor  of  your  visit,  I  most  cordially  welcome  you  to  the  city 
of  Utica. 

General  Hooker  said: 

Comrades^  Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

Now  is  the  time  allotted  for  impromptu  speeches.  If  there  is 
any  one  you  want  to  hear,  please  call  on  him. 

Cries  of  "Grant"  and  "Sherman"  arose.  President 
Grant  arose  amid  vociferous,  continued  cheers,  led  by  Gen- 
eral McQuADE. 

The  President  simply  bowed  and  retired. 
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Cries  of  "Sherman"  brought  that  General  to  the  front 
of  the  phitforni.     He  said  : 

If  any  of  3-011  who  have  got  this  paper  in  your  hand  [a  printed 
cop3^  of  the  order  of  proceedings] — if  3-011  can  see  impromptu 
speeches  in  it  I  can  not;  and,  after  the  eloquent  speech  by  the 
President,  I  had  better  not  sa}-  much.  It  is  dangerous  to  sa3- 
much  in  these  times,  but  before  an  Arm3-  Societ3'  I  am  not  afraid 
to  say  what  I  think,  because  the3-  are  men  who  know  when  one  is 
sincere,  and  will  make  all  due  allowance  for  an3'  escapades.  Now, 
do  not  think  I  am  going  to  make  a  speech.  I  saw  a  clause  on  this 
jDaper  which  announced  that  to-night  some  gentlemen  would  be 
called  upon,  but  there  is  no  clause  on  the  first  page  calling  for  a 
speech  now.  But  before  this  assemblage,  before  army  friends,  I 
must  sa3-  ver3-,  very  heartil3-,  words  of  pleasure  at  meeting  com- 
rades of  the  Army  of  the  Cumberland ;  that  wherever  I  go,  be  it 
village  or  city,  when  the  call  is  heard  b3-  the  old  arm3'  to  rall3',  the3- 
will  rall3'  quickl3';  and  it  should  be  the  resolution  of  ever3-  patriot 
in  this  land,  that  should  there  come  a  call  for  3'ou,  3-ou  should  be 
quick  to  respond,  with  musket  or  gun  or  ba3-onet,  or  an3-thing  else 
that  belongs  to  the  soldier. 

You  are  here,  in  Utica,  New  York,  a  meeting  of  the  Army  of 
the  Cumberland,  and  I  am  sure  the  people  will  come  here,  no  doubt 
from  a  great  distance,  to  see  and  hear  what  ma3'  be  seen  on  these 
days.  And  3-et  I  am  certain  arrangements  are  made  b3"  3-our 
Committee  for  speaking  to-night,  when  3'OU  may  expect  to  hear 
a  few  words,  wdiich  3-ou  can  not  expect  by  calling  on  me  now. 
And  3'et,  if  I  must,  I  must,  for  formerly  I  used  to  tell  3'ou  fellows 
to  obe3'  orders,  and  I  did  not  allow  much  time  for  discussion  either. 

Now  you  have  got  me  down,  and  therefore,  in  conformit3'  with 
the  request  of  your  Committee,  for  which  I  have  great  respect,  if 
you  insist  on  my  speaking  this  evening,  I  will  do  so  with  great 
pleasure.

General  Hooker  being  called  for,  said  : 

Comrades,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen  : 

It  appears  to  be  expected  that  I  shall  say  a  very  few  words, 
and  am  I  going  to  say  those  that  come  uppermost  to  me.  I  will  say 
to  the  Army  of  the  Cumberland,  that  I  am  glad  to  see  so  manj^  and 
so  large  a  rej)resentation  of  that  Array  here.  They  have  come  a 
long  way,  but  the}^  will  have  to  go  beyond  the  boundaries  of  the 
United  States  to  go  where  their  name  and  their  fame  are  not  fully 
aj)preciated.  I  am  not  going  to  consume  time  by  any  speech.  I 
never  did  and  1  won't  now.  It  is  time  for  us  to  go  to  work,  and  all 
speech-making  should  be  postponed  until  evening.  Evening  is  the 
best  time  to  talk,  and  especially  as  we  have  got  a  little  work  to  do. 
Let  us  do  the  work  and  have  the  fun  afterward.  If  any  one  wants 
to  remain,  let  them  do  so,  but  if  any  one  wants  to  retire,  let  them  do 
so  now.  We  have  some  business  to  do.  To-morrow  there  is  some- 
thing else  to  do,  and  now  you  must  let  me  off. 

General  Hooker  "here  announced  that  he  would  have  to 
be  absent,  and  called  upon  General  Stanley  to  preside,  say- 


Except  you  have  your  Pi-esident,  you  can  not  have  a  better 
man  for  Chairman. 

General  Henry  M.  Cist,  Corresponding  Secretary,  read 
a  communication  in  relation  to  the  holding  of  the  next  Re- 
union in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  as  follows : 

Philadelphia,  August  30,  1875. 
The  President  Society  of  the  Army  of  the  Cumberland. 

Dear  Sir  and  Comrade  : — I  beg  leave  to  call  the  attention  of 
your  organization  to  the  propriety  of  holding  the  next  Eeunion  in 
the  city  of  Philadelphia,  in  1876. 

Efforts  are  now  being  made  to  have  all  the  larger  or  general 
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veteran  organizations  meet  here  at  the  name  time — the  Aveek  pre- 
ceding July  4th  next. 

This  week  has  been  selected  for  several  reasons.  The  Centen- 
nial Exhibition  will  open  May  10th,  and  at  the  date  of  meeting 
will  be  in  full  blast.  The  park  will  look  prettier  then  than  at  any 
time  later  until  the  fall  of  the  year.  Necessarily,  the  most  interest 
will  center  in  the  celebration  of  July  4th,  and  the  week  selected 
\vill  enable  all  the  different  organizations  to  have  their  own  special 
reunions — give  one  day  for  a  general  meeting — while  those  who 
prefer  to  rough  it  for  the  week,  can  be  provided  for  in  tents  or 
temporary  barracks. 

We  hope,  through  our  State  government,  to  secure  from  the 
United  States  a  sufficient  number  of  tents  for  this  purpose.  It  will 
be  unnecessary  to  enlarge  upon  the  inducements  for  such  a  meet- 
ing. We  shall  never  have  another  such  opportunity  for  a  reunion 
of  the  veteran  soldiers  and  sailors,  and  I  trust  yow.v  Society  will  by 
a  unanimou.s  vote  decide  to  meet  at  the  time  and  place  named.

General  Streight  remarked  that  tlie  Constitution  and 
By-laws  provided  for  the  manner  of  selecting  a  place  for  the 
holding  of  the  meetings  of  the  Society,  consequently  all  these 
motions  were  out  of  order. 

The  President  replied  that  it  was  a  mere  matter  of  cour- 
tesy, and  that  they  would  of  course  he  referred  to  the  appro- 
priate committee,  and  stated  further,  in  another  connection, 
that  he  would  now  call  upon  the  Secretary  to  announce  the 
committees  for  the  ensuing  year.

The  President  and  General  Parkhurst  announced,  in- 
formally, tliat  the  Committees  of  which  they  were  Chairmen 
would  meet  in  the  parlors  of  Bagg's  Hotel  during  recess,  and 
an  announcement  of  the  same  character  was  afterward  made 
by  the  Chairmen  of  the  other  Committees.  , 

General  Parkhurst  then  said  : 

I  have  a  matter  which  I  wish  to  bring  before  the  Society — a 
matter  in  Avhich  we  are  all  very  much  interested. — I  feel  deeply  in- 
terested myself  in  it ;  and  that  is,  an  accurate  history  of  the  Army 
of  the  Cumberland,  and  I  have  drawn  a  resolution  in  relation  to  it, 
which  I  now  offer: 

Resolved^  That  we  appreciate  all  efforts  to  produce  truthful 
histories  of  the  National  Armies,  and  we  rejoice  to  learn  that 
Chaplain  Van  Horne's  History  of  our  Army,  written  at  the  re- 
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quest  of  General  Thomas,  and  represented  to  be  a  truthful  and 
complete  narrative  of  its  campaigns  and  battles,  will  soon  be  pub- 
lished by  Eobert  Clarke  &  Co.,  Cincinnati.  Confident  of  the  integ- 
rity and  ability  of  Chaplain  Van  Horne,  we  most  heartily  com- 
mend this  work  to  the  members  of  our  Army  and  the  people  of  the 
country. 

The  motion  being  seconded,  General  Streight  said  : 

While  I  have  great  faith  in  Chaplain  Van  Horne,  who  is  a 
personal  friend  of  mine,  and  while  I  do  not  doubt  but  that  it  is  an 
accurate  history,  it  seems  tome  that  this  Society  should  not  indorse 
the  book  until  the  book  has  been  criticised,  and  then  the  indorse- 
ment will  do  some  good.  Now,  understand,  I  am  not  raising  any 
opposition,  for,  as  I  have  before  remarked,  I  have  great  confidence 
in  the  Chaplain,  but  I  have  never  read  a  page  of  his  book,  and  it 
is  with  me  a  question  whether  we  ought  to  indorse  the  book.  Let 
us  first  see  what  it  is,  and  then  the  indorsement  will  do  good. 
Without  that  it  will  do  harm. 

General  McCook  said  : 

As  I  understand  this  matter,  the  Chaplain,  who  is  a  personal 
friend  of  mine,  has  had  access  to  the  official  record  of  General 
Thomas,  and  if  we  indorse  his  official  ability  and  integrity,  itseetns 
to  me  that  we  do  not  commit  ourselves  by  passing  this  resolution, 
and  I  hope  it  will  pass  unanimously. 

General  Streight  said  : 

In  my  remarks  just  now,  I  meant  that  if  we  undertook  to  in- 
dorse anything,  it  should  be  worth  something.  That  is  the  ques- 
tian  I  am  raising,  and  no  other  ;  there  is  not  any  personal  feeling, 
for  I  expect  the  book  is  all  right. 
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General  rAiiKiiuRST  said  : 

My  friend,  General  Streioiit,  seems  to  lliiidv  that  this  is  ti 
matter  we  want  proof  of,  but  I  have  that  confidence  in  tlie  integ- 
rity and  ability  of  Chaplain  Van  IIorne  to  feel  that  he  would  not 
publish  a  statement  in  his  work,  purporting  to  bo  a  history  of  tlie 
Army  of  the  Cumberland,  wdiich  was  not  correct,  and  for  wliieh  ho 
has  not  good  vouchers  ;  and  in  the  fact  that  Chaplain  Van  IIorne 
has  labored  vigorousl}'  upon  this  work  for  the  past  ten  years,  at 
the  special  request  of  General  George  H.  Thomas,  and  that  Gen- 
eral Thomas  not  only  gave  him  access  to  official  records,  but  he 
also  placed  in  his  hands  his  private  papers.  General  Thomas, 
Avhom  we  all  loved,  has  selected  Chaplain  Van  IIorne  to  write  the 
historj'  of  the  Ariny  of  the  Cumberland,  and  it  is  satisfactoi'y  to  me 
that  it  is  a  coriect  history. 

General  Daniel  Butterfield,  of  jSTew  York,  oftered  the 
following,  which  was  adopted  : 

-Resolved,  That  the  resoUition  be  printed  at  the  expense  of  the 
Society,  and  sent  by  circular  to  each  member. 

The  resolution  as  amended  was  then  passed  nnanimonsly. 

Captain  William  McCrory  desired  to  offer  an  amendment 
to  Section  II.  of  the  By-laws,  wdiich  reads  thus : 

II.  Every  officer  and  soldier  desiring  to  become  a  member  of 
this  Society  shall,  upon  signing  the  Constitution,  pay  to  the  Treas- 
urer the  sum  of  five  dollars  as  an  initiation  fee,  and  thereafter,  the 
like  sum  of  five  dollars  per  annum  as  yearl}-  dues  ;  and  shall  there- 
upon be  entitled  to  a  copy  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Society,  when 
published,  free  of  charge. 
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So  as  to  make  it  read  thus  : 

And  thereafter  the  sum  of  two  dollars  per  annum,  as  yearly 
dues. 

General  Fullerton,  in  answer  to  a  request  for  financial 
information,  said  he  hoped  the  resolution  would  be  laid  over 
until  afternoon  ;  that  the  volumes  of  the  Proceedings  of  the 
Society  this  year  had  cost  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  for 
about  five  hundred  copies.  He  would  make  a  full  report  in 
the  afternoon. 

Colonel  Squire  said : 

There  has  been  really  a  <^-reat  deal  of  interest  manifested  in 
these  meetings  hy  those  who  did  not  consider  themselves  members 
of  the  Army  of  the  Cvmberland,  and  I  have  said  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  Society  that  I  would  be  responsible  for  the  payment  of  annual 
dues  for  certain  men  who  were  not  regularly  presented  upon  the 
rolls  of  the  Society. 

The  President  announced  that  this  matter  would  be  left 
over  by  general  consent. 

Colonel  Squire  read  a  communication  from  Dr.  Gray, 
Superintendent  of  the  Lunatic  Asylum,  as  follows : 

New  York  State  Lunatic  Asylum, 

Utica,  jST.  Y.,  September  15,  1875. 
Hon.  C.  W.  Hutchinson,  Mayor  of  Utica. 

Dear  Sir  : — We  shall  be  happy  to  have  the  members  of  the 
Army  of  the  Cumberland,  and  their  guests,  visit  the  Asylum,  during 
their  stay  in  the  city.  The  institution  will  be  open  to  visitation,  in 
the  forenoon  from  half-past  nine  to  twelve,  and  in  the  atternoon 
from  one  to  half-past  five  o'clock. 

Yery  respectfully, 

JOHN  P.  GPAY, 

Superintendent. 
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Colonel  Squire  proceeded  to  ntate  tliat  the  ineniljers  of 
the  Society  were  also  invited  to  visit  the  Armory  at  llioii,  and 
he  was  happy  to  say  that  tliough  no  special  arrangements  had 
been  made  for  that  pnrpose  they  would  ho  welcome  ;  and  he 
trusted  they  would  take  occasion  to  visit  Ilion  and  the  ar- 
mory before  their  departure  from  the  city,  without  any  formal 
action  on  their  part. 

Both  invitations  were  accepted  unanimously,  and  thanks 
extended  to  those  who  g-ave  the  invitations. 

Chaplain  Van  Horne  rose  to  a  personal  explanation,  and 
said,  that  subscriptions  Avhich  had  previously  been  given  to 
his  work  were  not  binding  now  ;  that  Captain  Hunter,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Society,  was  in  the  city  representing  Robert  Clarke 
&  Co.,  staying  at  Bagg's  Hotel,  and  that  subscriptions  would 
be  received  b}"  him. 

Colonel  Squire  also  said  : 

A  trip  to  Trenton  Falls  has  been  proposed,  and  it  is  desirable 
that  we  should  know  beforehand  whether  members  of  the  Society 
would  be  pleased  to  make  the  trip.  The  proposition  is,  that  the 
Society  shall  leave  Utica  on  a  special  train  consisting  of  two  cars, 
or  more,  at  the  hour  of  half-past  eight  to-morrow  morning — that  is, 
provided  that  their  business  is  pi'eviously  finished— and  that  you 
wish  to  spend  perhaps  three  hours  at  Trenton,  and  return  by  one 
o'clock  for  dinner.  A  committee  of  citizens  would  arrange  the  de- 
tails of  the  trip.  Mr.  Proctor,  proprietor  of  Bngg's  Hotel,  is  Chair- 
man of  this  Committee,  and  has  informed  me  that  he  is  ready  to 
carry  out  the  programme.  It  takes  about  half  an  hour  to  go  there, 
and  we  have  received  word  from  the  proprietor  of  the  hotel  there, 
that  arrangements  have  been  made  to  escort  us  over  in  carriages 
from  the  depot  to  tlie  grounds.  I  would  here  state,  in  this  connec- 
tion, that  Trenton  Falls  are  regarded  as  making  one  of  the  great- 
est natural  curiosities  in  this  part  of  the  country. 
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General  Parkhurst  said : 

It  is  due  to  the  Committee  to  give  early  expression,  and  I 
would  suggest  to  those  who  desire  to  go,  that  they  leave  their 
names  with  the  proprietor  of  Bagg's  Hotel.  I  would  move  that 
the  invitation  be  accepted,  and  that  the  thanks  of  the  Society  be 
extended  to  the  local  committee  for  their  kindness. 

Which  motion  was  unanimously  agreed  to. 

Colonel  Squire  said : 

I  desire  to  say,  informally,  that  there  is  no  expense  attending 
this  trip,  in  the  way  of  fare.  I  desire  also  to  say  to  the  members 
of  the  Society,  which  you  have  perhaj^s  noticed  on  the  programme, 
that  arrangements  have  been  made  by  the  citizens  for  the  second 
evening  of  our  stay  here — namely,  a  reception  and  ball,  which  will 
occur  in  this  house,  this  room  being  boarded  over  as  soon  as  we 
have  finished  here  to-day  ;  and  you  will  have  a  magnificent  recep- 
tion and  ball  here,  under  the  auspices  of  the  best  citizens  of  our 
State  and  countr3\ 

General  Streight  remarked  that  that  woidd  be  a  good 
thing  for  light-weights,  which  caused  merriment. 

Colonel  Squire  (continuing) : 

I  must  state  further,  that  there  will  be  tickets  issued  to  all  the 
members  of  the  Society,  and  to  all  the  officers  of  the  Army  pres- 
ent, and  to  other  gentlemen  in  civil  life  ;  and  a  large  number  of 
these  cards  have  been  purchased  by  the  citizens  hei*e.  But  it  is 
distinctly  to  be  undei-stood  by  the  members  of  the  Society  that  it 
is  complimentary  to  them,  and  that  they  can  jjrocure  tickets  at 
Eoom  G-.  Bagg's  Hotel. 

Then,  ou  motion  of  General  Cist,  at  1  o'clock,  the  So- 
ciety adjourned,  to  meet  again  in  the  same  place,  at  half-past 
2  o'clock. 
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AFTERNOON  SESSION. 

The  Society  met,  pursuant  to  adjoLirnment,  at  the  Opera 
House,  and  was  called  to  order  by  General  Stanley,  who 
called  Vice-President  General  Charles  Cruet  to  the  chair. 

General  Fullerton,  as   Treasurer  of  the  Society,  pre- 
sented his  report.     (See  Treasurer's  Keport.) 
Which,  on  motion,  was  accepted. 

And  also  a  supplementarjM'eport,  in  relation  to  the  Thomas 
monument.     (See  Thomas  Monument  Fund  Re}>ort.) 

General  Fullerton  said : 

During  the  year  jnst  passed,  little  has  been  done  in  this  con- 
nection, because  no  person  has  taken  sufficient  interest  to  push  the 
matter,  as  the  monument  will  not  be  completed  within  the  present 
year.  It  will  probably  be  a  j-ear  from  last  Jul}'  before  the  monu- 
ment Avill  be  completed  ;  but  from  conversations  with  citizens  in 
my  own  part  of  the  country,  and  Ohio  and  Indiana,  and  along 
where  the  great  bodj'  of  the  Cumberland  Army  was  raised,  I  am 
satisfied  that  a  suificient  sum  can  be  raised,  as  soon  as  parties  will- 
ing to  subscribe  arc  satisfied  that  the  monument  is  going  to  be 
put  up. 
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"We  were  promised,  some  two  years  tigo,  by  the  District  of  Co- 
lumbia, a  granite  basis  for  the  monument;  and  I  was  informed  by 
General  Babcock,  a  few  weeks  ago,  that,  in  his  rejDort  to  Congress, 
he  has  asked  for  an  appropriation  for  this  purpose,  and  he  thinks 
that  there  is  no  doubt  whatever  but  this  suggestion  will  be  granted. 

The  supplementary  report  of  the  Treasurer  was  then 
adopted. 

General  Cist  said : 

I  had  sent  me,  some  time  ago,  at  Cincinnati,  an  announcement, 
made  hy  a  member  of  the  Society  (Charles  Ganzman),  that  Cap- 
tain David  Chalfin  had  died,  inclosing  in  that  letter  to  n\e  a 
memoir,  which  I  expected  to  hand  over  to  Chaplain  Earnshaw. 
As  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Publication,  at  this  meeting, 
I  will  retain  it,  and  have  it  prepared  for  publication  in  the  new 
volume. 

General  Cist,  also,  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Publication,  oftered  tlie  following  report ; 

The  Committee  on  Publication,  which  I  was  Chairman  of  last 
year,  prepared  a  volume  containing  a  report  of  the  proceedings  of 
last  year's  Eeunion,  and  copies  were  distributed  to  members  of  the 
Society.     The  book  speaks  for  itself,  and  the  Committee  tenders 

it  to  the  Society  as  the  result  of  its  labors. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Lieutenant  Schuyler,  as  Secretary  of  the  Committee  on 
Officers,  presented  the  following  report:

General  Parkhurst,  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 


Two  recommendations  have  been  made  to  the  Committee— one 
to  hold  the  next  annual  meeting  at  Philadelphia,  and  the  other  at 
Lake  "View,  Chautauqua  Lake,  New  York,  near  the  residence  of 
Senator  Penton.  In  presenting  this  report,  I  would  say  that  a 
committee  of  citizens  have  been  sent  here  from  Chautauqua  Lake, 
and  have  presented  a  very  strong  invitation  for  the  Societ}^  to  meet 
there  next  j'car.  We  present  in  our  report  a  recommendation  for 
both  places,  dependent  on  the  action  of  the  Societ3\  We  can  only 
recommend.  We  have  recommended  two  places — in  the  first 
place,  Philadelphia,  on  the  6th  and  7th  days  of  July,  1876;  and 
Lake  View,  on  Chautauqua  Lake,  on  the  30th  day  of  June,  and  the 
1st  day  of  July,  1876 — for  the  consideration  of  the  Committee. 

General  McCook  said  : 

Mr.  President,  if  it  would  be  in  order,  I  move  that  the  rules 
be  suspended,  and  that  Philadelphia,  and  the  6th  and  7th  days  of 
July,  1876,  be  the  place  and  the  time  for  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Society  of  the  Army  of  the  Cumberland. 

Carried. 
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General  Cruft,  as  Cluiirinaii  of  tlic  Committee  on  Ora- 
tor, presented  the  iollowiiig  i'e[»()rt: 

The  Committee  on  Orator  and  Alternate  report  as  follows: 
Orator — General  B.  H.  Bristow,  of  Kentuek}-. 
Alternate — Colonel  Wm.  C.  Wilson,  of  Indiana. 

Which  was  adopted. 

Captain  McCrory  resumed  his  motion,  made  during-  the 
morning  session,  to  amend  the  By-hiws.     Tie  said  : 

I  desire  now  to  move  to  amend  Section  II.  of  the  By-laws,  which 
reads  thus  :  "  Every  officer  and  soldier  desiring  to  become  a  mem- 
ber of  this  Society  shall,  upon  signing  the  Constitution,  pay  to  the 
Treasurer  the  sum  of  five  dollars,  as  an  initiation  fee,  and  there- 
after the  like  sum  of  five  dollars  per  annum,  as  yearly  dues,  and 
shall  thereupon  be  entitled  to  a  copy  of  the  proceedings  of  the  So- 
ciety, when  published,  free  of  charge;"  so  as  to  make  it  read  thus: 
"  Section  II.  Every  officer  and  soldier  desiring  to  become  a  mem- 
ber of  this  Society  shall,  upon  signing  the  Constitution,  pay  to  the 
Treasurer  the  sum  of  five  dollars,  as  an  initiation  fee,  and  thereafter 
the  sum  of  tico  dollars  per  annum,  as  yearly  dues,  and  shall  there 
upon  be  entitled  to  a  copy  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Societ}',  when 
published,  free  of  charge." 

Colonel  Paine  said: 

It  seems  to  me  the  object  of  this  amendment  is  to  obtain  a 
larger  number  of  members  for  this  Army  of  the  Cumberland.  Now 
it  seems  to  me  that  this  motion  will  not  avail  anything.  The  dif- 
ference between  five  dollars  and  two  dollars,  as  to  the  members 
joining,  seems  to  me  a  ver^-  small  matter.  I  do  not  believe  it  will 
avail  an3-thing,  and  for  that  reason,  unless  I  am  informed  that 
there  are  gentlemen  desirous  of  joining  the  Society,  and  do  not 
join  because  the  yearly  dues  are  five  dollars,  I  shall  be  inclined  to 
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oppose  it.  If  we  keep  this  Society  up,  it  becomes  more  and  more 
an  lionor  to  join  it.  Let  us  hold  it  up  to  the  original  standing 
point.  These  parties  who  have  not  joined  will  come  in.  It  is 
hardly  fair  and  just  to  the  members  of  the  Society  that  at  this 
time  this  should  be  done.  There  is  no  reason  given  except  that 
others  may  join. 

There  is  one  other  thing,  also,  to  which  I  wish  to  call  the  at- 
tention of  the  members  of  the  Societ}^  and  that  is,  that  without 
any  notice  whatever,  the  By-laws  should  be  changed.  There  is  no 
rule  laid  down  by  which  By-laws  are  to  be  changed.  It  seems  to  me 
but  just  and  proper  that  a  notice  should  be  given.  I  suggest  that 
this  matter  lie  over  for  one  year,  and  then  we  can  have  a  fuller 
expression  of  opinion  upon  the  whole  subject.  We  will  have  time 
to  think  of  the  question,  and  learn  whether  there  are  persons  who 
would  join  if  this  were  done.  It  would  be  perfectly  safe  to  leave 
this  matter  as  it  now  is  for  one  year. 

No  such  matter  as  this  is  in  the  By-laws.  I  make  the  mo- 
tion.to  lie  over  for  one  year. 

Colonel  Bestow  said : 

I  take  it  for  granted  that  when  the  Society  passed  the  By- 
laws they  knew  what  they  were  doing,  and  left  nothing  for  sur- 
mise or  anything  of  the  kind.  When  the  meetings  are  held  in  the 
East,  a  great  many  of  the  Western  members  are  absent,  and  when 
the  meetings  are  held  in  the  West,  a  great  many  of  the  Eastern 
members  are  absent.  I  take  it  for  granted  that  when  those  By- 
laws were  passed,  the}^  were  to  be  amended  whenever  the  occa- 
sion arose.  Now,  it  is  not  evidently  the  intention  of  this  Society 
to  be  a  money-making  institution,  and,  if  the  treasury  comes  out 
even  at  the  end  of  a  year,  that  is  all  that  is  necessary.  There  is 
no  occasion  for  members  to  be  kept  out  of  the  Society,  or  that 
the  Society  should  be  made  exclusive,  because  the  dues  are  so  high 
that  gentlemen,  who  would  otherwise  join,  do  not  do  so.  Of  the 
twelve  hundred  members  from  the  West,  gentlemen  can  see  the 
number  of  those  members  here;   and  it  is  evident  that  a  great 
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many  members  would  prefer  to  pay  a  small  ainounl  lo  a  hwgc 
amount,  to  keeji  \\y  lluii-  standini^  in  the  Society.  I  think  it  a 
very  wise  provision  t(j  make  this  redaction,  and  hope  lluit  motion 
will  be  cari-ied. 

Colonel  STREKiirr  said  : 

I  do  not  agree  Avitli  Colonel  Bestow,  that  we  may  as  well  be 
even,  and  have  nothing  on  hand.  We  certainly  will  have  to  incur 
expenses  from  year  to  year,  whether  kind  friends  in  various  locali- 
ties will  pay  them  or  not.  It  seems  to  me  that  we  ought  to  keep  a 
sum  of  money  in  the  treasur}-. 

One  word  in  relation  to  this  fee.  If  it  was  proper  to  make 
two  classes  of  fees  I  would  be  in  favor  of  it.  There  is  a  class  of 
men  who  do  not  like  to  pay  the  larger  fee,  Init  the  greater  class  of 
men  who  join  the  Society  do  not  take  the  fee  into  consideration. 
It  costs  about  a  hundred  dollars  to  come  from  the  West  to  the 
East  or  from  the  East  to  the  West,  and  the  simple  fact  of  five  dol- 
lars, more  or  less,  makes  no  particular  difference. 

If  we  wish  to  keep  up  our  Society,  and  the  number  of  its 
members,  we  must  keep  it  as  it  was  organized,  and  where  it  came 
from,  though  no  doubt  it  is  very  pleasant  for  the  people  of  Utica 
and  other  cities  to  contribute  to  our  enjoyment,  and  wUich  the  So- 
ciety heartil}'  acknowledges.  While  many  members  of  the  Society 
would  not  go  to  Philadelphia  or  London,  a  few  would  be  there. 
Of  course,  a  few  in  certain  localities,  who  are  perhaps  in  straight- 
ened circumstance,  would  join  if  the  fee  was  smaller.  But,  again, 
we  are  met  with  this  proposition  :  Who  will  pay  if  tbe  funds  run 
down?  You  appoint  your  local  committee  to  contract  debts  in  ad- 
vance. Suppose  we  have  nothing  in  the  treasury,  who  pays  the 
expenses?  We  must  have  a  reserve,  I  think,  and  if  it  is  proper 
that  some  be  permitted  to  pay  half  dues,  I  ^vould  let  him  in  with  a 
full  membership,  if  possible. 

I  do  not  think  this  reduction  will  increase  our  numbers  greatly, 
because  it  will  be  seen  that  the  great  expense  is  not  in  the  yearly 
dues,  but  in  continuing  these  meetings. 
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General  Cist  said : 

There  is  a  clause  in  the  Constitution  that  provides  that  all 
amendments  to  the  Constitution  must  remain  on  the  table  for  one 
year,  and  provided  further  that  amendments  to  the  By-laws  should 
be  passed,  as  my  recollection  is,  by  two-thirds  of  the  members  pres- 
ent. 

Colonel  Steele  saic] : 

I  remember  that  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  the  Constitution 
and  By-laws,  there  was  some  resolution  in  regard  to  amending  the 
By-laws,  but  I  can  not  remember  the  Avording  of  it. 

Colonel  Crane  said : 

I  would  make  one  suggestion — that  where  a  code  of  By-laws  is 
laid  down,  if  it  has  been  done  by  a  committee  with  some  degree  of 
care,  it  should  be  accepted  in  good  faith  b}"  the  Society.  It  appears 
now  from  the  printed  record,  that  no  means  have  been  set  forth  for 
changing  these  Bj'-laws,  and  I  must  say  1  see  no  use  of  By-laws  if 
they  can  be-ichanged  at  anytime  by  mere  resolution  without  notice; 
therefore  I  am  in  favor  of  postponing  the  consideration  of  this  reso- 
lution for  one  year. 

Colonel  Bestow  said : 

There  are,  I  believe,  according  to  the  report  of  the  Treasurer, 
some  1,200  members  of  this  Society,  with  fees  amounting  to  about 
$6,000.  Now,  how  many  members  are  there  in  arrears  in  this  As- 
sociation ?  A  large  number,  many  of  them  in  arrears  for  five  or  six 
years.  Now,  Mr.  Chairman,  1  think  this  worth  considering.  I  do 
not  think  any  one  would  object  to  the  initiation  fee  of  five  dollars. 

This  year  we  meet  here,  and  the  next  year  at  Philadelphia,  and 
then  the  same  thing  will  occur  again,  and  the  result  is  that  a  few 
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members  pay  all  the  money  tlicre  is  in  the  treasury.  Now,  un- 
doubtedly if  these  men  who  are  now  in  arrears  were  informed  of  a 
reduction,  the}'  would  feel  more  like  meetini^  their  responsibilities 
to  the  Association,  and  liquidating  their  indebtedness. 

Chaplain  Van  IIurne  said : 

How  is  it  possible  to  have  so  many  men  in  arrears  as  has  been 
stated  here,  when  it  is  a  plain  provision  of  the  By-laws  that  a  mem- 
ber's name  is  dropped  off  at  the  end  of  two  3'ears  for  non-payment 
of  dues  ? 

The  President  announced  that  menil)ers'  names  were  left 
ott"  as  stated  by  Mr.  Van  IIorne,  and  that  now  there  were  only 
about  750  members  of  the  Association. 

General  Cist  said  : 

This  matter  has  been  before  the  Society  three  or  four  times  to 
my  knowledge.  I  have  attended  every  meeting  except  the  Chicago 
meeting,  and  from  my  experience  as  one  of  the  officers  of  the  So- 
ciety, and  my  experience  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Publi- 
cation, the  heaviest  expense  the  Society  is  called  upon  to  meet  is 
that  of  the  publication  of  the  proceedings.  I  am  satisfied  that  the 
result  would  be  the  same  at  the  end  of  a  year  if  the  dues  were 
placed  at  two  dollars  or  one  dollar,  as  is  now  attained  with  the 
yearly  dues  at  five  dollars.  It  is  not  the  dues  that  cause  this  de- 
linquent list.  There  is  a  large  number  of  officers  of  the  regular 
army  who  are  members  of  this  vSociety,  and  have  been  from  its  com- 
mencement, who  have  never  met  once  with  the  Society.  Their  in- 
terest is  just  as  great  in  the  Society  whether  they  can  attend  or 
whether  they  can  not,  so  far  as  the  payment  of  the  dues  is  con- 
cerned. The  mere  matter  of  five  dollars  more  or  less  does  not  make 
much  difference  to  them.  The  expense  incurred  by  members  of  the 
Society  in  holding  these  meetings  in  different  places  is  what  costs 
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so  much,  and  when  the  resolution  was  carried  to  meet  in  Philadel- 
phia next  year,  it  occurred  to  me  that  it  would  be  well  the  year 
after  that  to  meet  in  Cincinnati,  where  the  Society  started,  to  "re- 
organize," so  as  to  instill  new  life  into  it,  because  there  are  many 
members  who  want  to  attend,  who  can  not  afford  to  do  so  by  taking 
these  long  trips.  1  think  we  number  on  our  list  nearly  as  many 
members  from  Cincinnati  as  from  any  other  localit}^  and  yet  you 
can  count  on  the  fingei'S  of  the  right  hand  all  the  members  of  the 
Society  here  from  the  city  of  Cincinnati.  Now  it  is  not  the  five 
dollars  that  does  this,  and  if  you  reduce  the  fees  the  same  result 
will  ensue.  If  the  Society  is  kept  up  as  it  has  been,  and  the  records 
are  printed,  it  will  be  impossible  to  continue  it,  in  my  judgment, 
if  the  reduction  is  made. 

General  Fullerton  said  : 

Of  the  1,274  names  appearing  on  our  roster,  I  suppose  at  least 
250  joined  at  the  Chicago  meeting  at  the  time  of  the  Keunion  of  all 
the  Armies,  and  of  that  number  at  least  200  have  paid  no  dues  since ; 
and  so  at  every  meeting  we  have  a  large  number  of  gentlemen  who 
join  and  pay  their  initiation  fee,  and  never  send  their  dues  after- 
ward. But  there  are,  on  the  contrary,  about  a  hundred  members 
who  never  attend,  and  always  pay  their  dues. 

The  President  here  said  that  all  debate  was  informal,  and 
that  the  consideration  of  the  resolution  to  reduce  the  annual 
dues  would  be  laid  over  until  the  next  regular  meeting. 

Colonel  Squire  announced  that  although  the  members  of 
the  Rifle  Team  had  been  delayed  in  their  arrival,  they  would 
he  present  in  the  evening.  Colonel  Gildersleeve,  Captain  of 
the  team,  and  Colonel  Fulton  are  members  of  the  Society. 
The  other  members  were  with  them  out  of  friendliness  to  the 
Society,  and  were  to  be  considered  its  guests. 
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Colonel  Steele  read  the  following  coiiimunicatiou  :

Which  was  accepted  with  thanks. 

General  McCook  said  lie  w\as  about  to  olfer  a  resolution, 
which  very  inadequately  expressed  what  he  and  his  associates 
feel  as  appreciative  of  the  kind  reception  met  in  Utica.  It 
read  thus  : 

Resolved,  Thaf  the  thanks  of  the  Society  of  the  Army  of  the 
Cumberland  are  hereby  tendered  the  citizens  of  Utica  for  their 
kind  and  generous  hospitality  to  the  members  of  the  Society  at 
their  Ninth  Annual  lieunion,  and  that  we  desire  to  express  our 
full  appreciation  of  the  magnificent  reception  that  they  have 
given  us. 

General  Streiuht  rose  and  said  that  the  generosity  of 
the  citizens  of  Utica  warmed  the  hearts  of  all  soldiers.  The 
reception  w^as  far  more  than  could  have  been  expected.  The 
press,  too,  was  deserving  of  thanks.  It  had  published  the 
meeting  of  the  Society  far  and  wdde,  and  he  greatly  doubted 
whether  the  Society  would  have  such  a  cordial  reception  in 
Philadelphia  next  year. 

The  resolution  was  then  adopted  unanimously. 


46  Anny  of  the  Cumherland. 

General  Cist  ottered  tlie  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Society  are  hereby  extended 
to  the  Local  Executive  Committee,  charged  with  the  arrangement 
of  the  details  of  the  present  meeting,  for  the  very  complete  and 
perfect  manner  in  which  they  have  discharged  the  duties  of  that 
committee. 

Which  was  adopted  unanimously. 

General  Parkhurst  offered  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Society  be  tendered  to  Col- 
onel R.  E.  A.  Cropton,  commanding  Governor's  Island,  and  to 
band  under  his  command,  for  the  pleasure  they  have  contributed 
to  this  occasion. 

Which  was  also  adopted  unanimously. 

General  Price,  of  the  Committee  on  the  Thomas  Monu- 
ment, read  the  following  telegram  from  J.  Q.  A.  Ward,  the 
artist : 

New  York,  September  15,  1875. 
To  General  S.  W.  Price,  Chairman  : 

I  wrote  Captain  Duffield  that  ray  whole  time  was  devoted 
to  the  statue.  I  am  not  discouraged  by  the  progress  made,  and 
expect  to  have  it  done  within  the  time  specified.  I  do  not  show 
the  work  to  anybody  yet. 

J.  Q.  A.  WAED, 

140  East  Thirty-eighth  Street. 

General  Fullerton  said : 

I  have  seen  Mr.  Ward,  and  be  is  giving  all  his  time  and  at- 
tention to  this  piece,  and  he  told  me  that  he  expected  to  produce 
something  finer  than  anything  in  this  counti-y. 
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General  Streioiit  offered  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Society  arc  extended  to  the 
members  of  the  Press  Committee,  and  the  press  generally,  for  their 
considerate  attentions  and  notices  prior  to  and  during  this  meeting. 

AVhieli  was  unanimously  adopted. 

The  Chairman  here  appointed  General  GEOR(iE  AV.  AIin- 
DELL,  Colonel  William  McMiciiael,  ami  Major  William  H. 
Lambert,  the  Local  Executive  Committee  at  Philadelphia 
next  year. 

General  Fullerton  offered  the  following-  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Society  are  hereby  extended 
to  the  '•  Utiea  Citizens'  Corps,"  the  military  organization  which 
acted  as  our  escort  this  day,  and  to  the  military  organizations  that 
have  volunteered  to  parade  to-morrow  in  honor  of  the  Society  of 
the  Army  of  the  Cumberhtnd  and  its  illustrious  guests. 

Adopted. 

General  Streight  remarked  that  a  resolution  had  been 
passed  last  year  to  pubHsh  the  names  of  those  who  subscribed 
to  the  Thomas  Monument  fund. 

A  motion  to  rescind  the  resohition  was  made. 

In  advocacy  of  the  motion  to  rescind,  General  McCook 
claimed  that  the  people  of  his  county  had  raised  over  $250, 
contributed  in  small  sums  by  people  who  did  not  want  their 
names  published.  Consequently  no  record  had  been  kept  of 
them.  If  large  contributors  were  to  have  their  names 
printed,  it  would  be  unjust  to  omit  the  name  of  any  Cumber- 
land soldier  who  contributed  only  twenty-five  cents.  A  man 
who  contributed  $1,000  w^as  entitled  to  no  more  consideration 
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than  the  poor  man  who  gave  all  he  conlcl.     He  was  in  favor 
of  rescinding  the  resolntion. 

General  Streight  said  many  had  subscribed  understand- 
ing that  their  names  were  to  be  published.  To  omit  them 
would  be  bad  faith.  The  resolution  was  solemnly  adopted 
last  year,  and  now  it  was  proposed  to  solemnly  rescind  the 
same.  The  members  did  not  look  at  the  matter  in  its  true 
light. 

General  Stanley  claimed  thai  it  would  be  no  great 
breach  of  faith.  In  collecting  for  the  fund,  he  found  that 
private  soldiers  contributed  more  than  the  othcers. 

The  question  was  then  put,  and  the  motion  to  rescind 
was  carried. 

General  Cist  read  the  following  dispatch  from  General 
Custer,  saying  that  Colonel  Squire,  Chairman  of  the  Local 
Executive  Committee,  had  been  called  away : 

Fort  Abram  Lincoln,  D.  T.,  Sejytemher  14,  1875. 
To  Colonel  Squire,  Executive  Conmnittee : 

OflBcial  engagements  alone  detain  me  on  the  frontier,  and  pre- 
vent my  sharing  in  the  pleasures  of  your  Eeunion. 
G.  A.  CUSTER, 

Brevet  Major- General  U.  S.  A. 

General  Cist  said,  informally : 

Colonel  Squire,  before  he  was  called  away,  desired  that  an 
announcement  be  made  to  the  members  of  the  Society  that 
a  prompt  attendance  be  had  this  evening,  that  the  band  be 
promptly  at  the  hotel  at  seven  o'clock,  and  that  the  meeting  be 
held  her^  promptly  at  half-past  seven  o'clock,  as  the  exercises  this 
evening  will  probably  be  of  some  length,  and  a  public  reception  at 
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the  Uticu  Club  Kooins  will  be  held  atlerward,  to  which  all  mem- 
bers of  the  Society  of  the  Army  of  the  Cumberland  are  cordially  in- 
vited. 

Then,  on  motion  of  General  Streight,  at  five  o'clock, 
the  Societ}'  adjourned,  to  meet  again  at  half-past  seven  o'clock 
at  the  same  place. 
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Wednesday,  September  16,  1875,  7\  o'clock  P.  M. 


EVENING  SESSION. 


The  Society  met,  pursuant  to  adjournment,  at  the  Opera 
House,  and  was  called  to  order  by  Colonel  Squire,  who  said, 
on  behalf  of  General  Hooker,  the  Chairman  : 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen  : 

I  am  requested  by  General  Hooker  to  introduce  to  you  the 
members  of  the  American  Eifle  Team,  who  are  here  to-night  in 
honor  of  the  Ai^my  of  the  Cumberland.  They  will  please  rise  to 
their  feet,  and  you  will  please  recognize  them. 

The  members  of  the  team  arose  in  a  line  to  the  rear  of 
General  Hooker. 

General  Parkhurst : 

Will  you  point  out  Colonel  GildeRsLeeve,  the  commander  of 
the  team? 

Colonel  Gildersleeve  was  introduced.  Advancing  a  few 
steps,  he  said : 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen  : 

We  come  here  to-night  as  citizens  of  the  State  of  New  York, 
and  as  members  of  the  Society  of  the  Army  of  the  Cumberland,  not  as 
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members  of  tlie  American  Ilifle  Team.  Neverllieless,  in  Lehalf  of 
the  gentlemen  composing  tlie  team,  I  tender  you  their  heartiest 
thanks  for  the  reception  3^011  have  been  pleased  to  extend  to  them. 

The  Colonel  retired  amid  renewed  applause. 
Colonel  Squire  then  said  : 

On  the  part  of  General  Hooker,  President  of  the  Society,  J 
beg  leave  to'  introduce  Senator  Conkling,  who  will  deliver  the 
address  of  welcome  to  the  members  of  the  Society  of  the  Army  of  the 
CiimberJand. 

Senator  Conkling  arose  to  speak,  amid  great  applause, 
and  said  : 

Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen  : 

The  privilege  of  mingling  for  a  moment  in  your  proceedings 
falls  to  me  because  of  the  absence  of  the  Governor  of  our  State. 
Though  he  is  not  here,  I  feel  sure  that  I  may  speak  for  him,  as  well 
as  for  the  people  of  the  whole  Commonwealth,  when  I  say  that  New 
York  has  no  welcome  that  she  would  not  pour  out  to  the  men  I  see 
around  me.  The  love  of  country  and  of  liberty  which  unlocked 
her  treasures,  and  sent  a  hundred  thousand  of  her  sons  to  do  battle 
for  the  Union,  is  not  dead — it  still  lives  to  do  grateful  homage  to 
those  who,  by  their  genius,  their  unfaltering  courage,  their  patience, 
and  their  indomitable  perseverance,  gave  the  victory  to  us. 

It  is  difficult,  in  this  presence,  to  speak  of  the  debt  New  York 
and  America  and  the  world  owe  to  those  who  defended  the  republic 
against  hei*esy,  slavery,  and  treason.  Yet  in  no  earth  1}^  presence 
could  it  be  more  recreant,  more  ungrateful,  more  rude,  to  forget 
that  debt. 

It  has  been  said  that  the  history  of  the  world  is  made  up  of 
the  biographies  of  eminent  men.  What  history  of  the  greatest  era 
of  our  country,  of  the  greatest  war,  and  the  greatest  regeneration 
of  modern  times  can  be  written  without  the  roster  of  the  Army  of 
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the  Cumberland,  and  without  the  names  of  your  guests  here  to- 
night ?  The  President  of  the  United  States  is  here.  Were  he  not 
here,  I  might  say  that  military  annals  preserve  few  names  so  great 
in  illustrious  deeds — few  that  will  last  so  long. 

The  General  of  the  Army  is  here.  Were  he  not  here,  I  might 
say  that  the  history  which  could  dispense  with  him  must  be  the  his- 
tory of  some  other  age. 

Many  representatives  of  the  Army  of  the  Cumberland  are  here — 
the  favorites  and  heroes  of  that  army,  without  which  the  fairest,  freest 
government  man  has  seen  might  have  perished  from  the  earth — 
that  arm}^,  hut  for  which,  a  nationality,  incontestabl}^  the  greatest 
in  the  world,  might  have  gone  down  in  darkness  and  in  blood. 
Not  all  of  the  representatives  of  the  Army  of  the  Cumberland  are 
here;  some  could  not  come;  some  have  gone  beyond  the  din  of 
mortal  conflict — beyond  the  reach  of  earthl}^  welcome.  A  vacant 
chair,  with  inky  emblems,  hushes  the  gladness  which  was  wont  to 
ring  out  with  the  name  of  Thomas,  who  now  peacefully  sleeps  on  the 
banks  of  the  Hudson,  hushes  the  gladness  which  once  went  out  with 
the  names  of  McPherson  and  the  rest.  This  shrouded  chair  testi- 
fies not  only  of  those  who  can  not  die — not  only  of  trials,  of  suf- 
ferings, of  unfaded  glories — but  also  of  dangers  and  of  warnings 
which  must  never  be  forgot. 

In  the  midst  of  all  these  memories — in  the  presence  of  all  these 
witnesses — in  the  name  of  the  soldiers  and  of  the  people  of  New 
York,  I  bid  you  all  welcome,  twice  welcome,  to  the  State  which 
holds  the  bones  of  your  dead  commander,  whom  you  loved  so  well. 

And  now,  ladies  and  gentlemen,  by  the  permission  and  au- 
thority of  the  Chairman,  I  have  the  honm*  to  introduce  to  you  the 
orator  of  the  occasion,  Colonel  Waterman,  of  Cliicago. 

(See  Anniuil  Address.) 
Colonel  Squire  now  said  : 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen  : 

I  have  the  pleasure  to  announce,  and  by  the  request  of  the 
President  of  the  Society,  that   Captain    Earrison   Millard,  an 
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author  of  music,  is  present  with  us,  and  has  ai^-i-eed  to  siui^  a  piece 

for  us  to-night. 

I 

Captain  jMillard,  well  known  as  a  compOf^er  of  music, 
noAv  sang  "  The  Flag  of  the  Free."  The  pause  between 
each  vei'se  brought  applause,  and  at  the  conclusion  of  the 
selection  the  ap}»lause  rose  vigorous,  increasing  to  such  uj)- 
roario'us  volume,  that  another  selection  was  given — "The 
Blue  and  the  Gray."  Captain  Millard  read  the  selection 
before  singing,  amid  close  attention — the  tender  sentiment 
of  the  poetr}',  written  by  a  Confederate  othcer,  appealing 
to  the  deeper  feelings  of  all.  The  selection  was  given  in 
sym}>athy  with  the  spirit  thereof,  and  the  a})plause  was  very 
hearty. 

Calls  for  "  Sherman,"  "  Grant,"  now  arose — General 
Sherman,  who  sat  on  one  side  of  the  President,  meanwhile 
directing  the  attention  and  calls  of  the  audience  to  General 
Grant,  by  pointing  him  out.  "  Grant  "  calls  became  general, 
and  in  response,  the  rresident  arose  and  came  forward,  amid 
uproarious  applause.     He  made  a  brief  speech,  saying: 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen  of  Utica^  and  Comrades  of  the  Army  of  the 
Cumberland  : 
it  affords  me  very  great  pleasure  to  be  here  this  evening,  and 
if  there  was  any  one  drawback  to  it  it  was  the  consciousness  that 
I  would  possibly  be  called  upon  to  say  a  few  words.  ISTow^,  I  would 
like  to  write  all  that  I  think  about  this,  and  have  j'ou  read  it,  for 
you  know  it  is  not  one  of  ni}'  gifts  to  stand  up  before  you  and  say 
what  I  wish  to  say.  I  can  take  two  or  three  of  you  in  a  private 
room  and  sa}'  all  I  like  to  say  on  an  occasion  of  this  sort,  but 
there  are  others  to  follow  me  who  are  not  troubled  with  my  diffi- 
dence. 
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Cries  of  "  Sherman  "  now  brought  the  General  of  the 
Arm}^  forward,  amid  unbounded  applause.     He  said  : 

That's  right;  I  like  to  see  you  in  a  good  humor.  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, these  army  reunions  have  settled  down  into  a  pretty  well  es- 
tablished fashion.  They  consist  of  some  poetry  and  a  regular 
speech,  and  those  who  come  after  are  simply  like  a  postscript  to 
supplement  the  subject-matter  of  the  great  oration.  Now,  ladies 
and  gentlemen,  I  am  somewhat  embarrassed  when  I  look  over  this 
vast  audience,  for  I  see  \Qrj  few  of  the  Army  of  the  Cumberland 
here.  I  can  always  tell  them,  when  I  see  them,  by  their  bronzed 
faces.  I  see  in  this  hall  a  great  many  who  did  not  take  part  in  the 
war  for  the  Union.  Some  are  ladies,  who  certainly  did  not  take 
part  in  the  war.  It  seems  to  me  thnt  in  this  vast  crowd  there  must 
be  a  great  number  of  people  who  do  not  know  much  about  an 
army.  You  have  heard  of  the  Army  of  the  Cumberland.  Years 
have  passed  since  that  army  was  organized.  It  has  been  the  fash- 
ion for  years,  with  us  and  other  nations,  to  name  armies  after  dif- 
ferent rivers.  And  I  will  take  occasion  here  to  say  that  I  do  not 
know  the  reason  why.  It  would  be  hard  to  explain  wh}^  the 
armies  are  called  so,  unless  it  is  because  the  rivers  are  generally 
the  bases  or  points  from  which  an  army  a<lvances  into  an  enemy's 
country.  Your  memories  will  easily  recall  tlie  rivers  of  the  Cum- 
berland, the  James,  the  Mississippi,  the  Tennessee.  None,  how- 
ever, are  better  known  to  the  general  public  than  the  Army  of  the 
Cumberland.  Why,  gentlemen,  our  orator,  the  gentleman  who  has 
just  preceded  me,  has  known  this  army  but  a  short  time.  I  re- 
member the  Ar7ny  of  the  Cumberland^  in  1861,  when  it  was  com- 
posed of  only  a  few  refugees,  driven  from  their  homes  in  Tennes- 
see into  Kentuck}^,  where  Nelson  organized  them  into  a  couple  of 
battalions,  and  that  is  the  first  army  commanded  by  General 
GrEORGE  H.  Thomas.  Soon,  this  was  supplemented  by  regiments 
of  Indiana  and  Ohio  troops,  and  by  others  from  Ohio  ;  and  it  was 
with  this  force — these  Indiana  and  Ohio  regiments — that  George 
Thomas  won  the  first  battle  of  the  West,  that  of  Mill  Springs. 
At  the  same  time,  there  was  another  little  band  of  men — the  Louis- 
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ville  Legion — composed  of  a  smiill  iiaiiil)or  of  troops,  with  a  Ijat- 
tery  of  artillery,  -whicl)  was  tho  uucleiis  which  General  McCook 
afterward  commanded.  Those  two,  gentlemen,  made  the  Army  of 
the  Cionberland,  or  the  Army  of  the  Ohio,  as  it  was  for  some  time 
known.  After  this,  they  when  to  Shih^h,  and  then  the  great  Army 
of  the  Cumberland  got  upon  its  main  track — on  its  base — the  Cum- 
berland river  at  Nashville,  and  thence  it  fought,  day  by  day,  month 
b}''  month,  and  year  by  year,  until  the  rebels  laid  down  their  arms, 
and  your  men  could  go  home  and  live  in  peace. 

Now,  my  friends,  anybody  can  fill  up  this  picture  with  a  great 
many  details  of  the  Army  of  the  Cximberlamf  which  would  tire  j-our 
patience.  I  do  not  propose  to  do  it.  But  I  assert  that  the  Army  of 
the  Cumberland  began  with  the  war,  and  never  let  up  till  the  war 
was  over.  It  is  not  right  to  say  here  that  the  Army  of  the  Cumber- 
land was  better  or  worse  than  any  other  army.  But  it  was  a  pe- 
culiar army.  It  had  its  OAvn  vitality,  its  own  division  commanders, 
its  own  social  relations,  and,  in  fact,  it  was  a  family  in  itself.  It 
■was  a  noble  arm3^  It  fulfilled  its  destiny,  and,  when  the  war  was 
over,  it  turned  and  laid  at  the  feet  of  the  civil  authorities  their 
power  restored.  It  was  their  duty  to  receive  it,  and  the  duty  of 
the  Anny  of  the  Cumberland  to  go  back  to  their  homes,  and  live 
like  quiet  citizens,  as  you  have  all  done.  Now,  gentlemen  and  ladies 
fair,  when  we  soldiers  look  around  this  gallery,  and  read  the  names 
which  are  spread  before  us,  don't  you  think  it  brings  back  to  us  some 
memories — memories  of  Eesaca,  Atlanta,  Kenesaw,  and  Nashville? 
Don't  you  remember  those  scenes? — our  toils,  not  only  at  the  bat- 
tles, but  before  the  battles  w^ere  begun  ;  when  we  were  getting 
ready  for  those  battles,  acting  as  pickets  at  night,  and  going  with- 
out provisions  and  even  the  necessaries  of  life,  and  doing  the  best 
we  possibly  could,  in  every  respect;  sleeping  upon  the  ground  and 
in  the  mud.  And  thus  we  toiled  ;  and  these  toils  were  just  as  im- 
portant, and  entitled  to  just  as  much  credit,  as  pulling  the  trigger 
and  killing. 

War  consists  not  in  killing  merely,  but  in  accomplishing  some 
direct  result,  with  the  least  loss  of  life ;  and,  therefore,  he  that  un- 
derstands it  best,  is  the  best  soldier;  and  that  army  is  the  best 
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which  accomplishes  that  result  which  it  is  set  to  do,  with  the  least 
cost  of  life.  And  no  army  better  fulfilled  these  conditions  than  the 
Army  of  the  Cumberland. 

Now,  in  relation  to  your  old  commander,  George  H.  Thomas, 
and,  gentlemen,  he  was  my  best  friend.  Why,  I  sat  by  his  side  for 
four  years  at  West  Point.  We  have  been  sent  to  the  blackboard 
together,  and  we  suifered  there  a  great  deal  more  than  we  ever  suf- 
fered during  the  war.  I  have  seen  his  face  blanch  when  he 
didn't  know  his  lesson.  And  I  have  seen  him,  in  after  years,  as 
an  able  and  upright  officer  in  the  Florida  and  in  the  Mexican  wars. 
I  knew  General  Thomas  as  well  as  any  man  living.  You  know 
that  he  was  estranged  from  his  family  ;  that  he  was  a  high-toned, 
brave,  and  peculiar  Virginia  gentleman ;  and  that,  at  the  com- 
mencement of  the  war,  he  made  his  decision,  and,  until  the  day  of 
his  death,  he  never  flickered — never!  Yea.  to  any  of  you  men 
here  before  me,  I  will  say  for  George  Thomas,  he  was  a  man  of 
extraordinary  courage,  and,  in  his  younger  days,  dis^Dlayed  it  in  a 
negro  insurrection  which  occurred  in  Virginia,  when  the  people 
were  compelled  to  resort  to  block-houses  for  protection.  It  was 
necessary,  at  one  time,  to  send  a  messenger  from  one  point  to  an- 
other. George  Thomas  carried  that  message,  though  a  mere  lad, 
and,  for  that  brave  act,  General  Jackson  gave  him  his  appoint- 
ment as  a  cadet  to  the  military  academy  at  West  Point,  and  from 
that  he  came  to  be  your  commander. 

I  will  not  keep  you  waiting,  because  there  are  others  here,  be- 
sides me,  from  the  Army  of  the  Cumberland ;  but  it  is  very  impor- 
tant now,  while  I  am  upon  my  feet,  and  in  your  presence,  to  impress 
on  the  rising  generation  the  importance  of  the  war  in  which  we 
fought.  None — none — was  ever  more  truly  holy  and  patriotic. 
The  war  with  England  was  one  thing,  the  war  with  France  an- 
other; but  the  war  among  ourselves — brother  against  brother,  and 
father  against  son — was  the  most  terrible  of  all  wars.  More  sac- 
rifices of  mind  and  heart  and  body  are  in  such  a  war  than  in  a  war 
with  a  foreign  country.  Therefore,  I  say  that  the  war  in  which  we 
battled  was  more  holy  and  more  precious  to  the  government  of  these 
United  States  than  any  of  the  preceding  wars  in  which  this  nation 
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has  been  enf^aged.  I  say  that  oar  Revolutionary  fathers  were  not 
tried  as  we  were  tried  when  wo  were  down  in  that  Southern  coun- 
try. Such  a  difficult  war  was  never  fought  before,  and  we  want  to 
impress  this  lesson  upon  our  children,  and  upon  your  children,  and 
upon  those  who  are  to  follow  after  us,  not  to  forget  the  lessons  of 
the  war.  Gentlemen,  do  not  forget  your  drill.  Keep  your  mus- 
kets ready,  and  keep  your  powder  dry.  And  teach  your  children 
the  importance  of  organization  and  discipline,  and  subordination 
to  authority,  first  of  all.  A  few  days  ago,  I  was  in  Indiana,  and 
saw  a  regiment  improvised  in  fifteen  minutes.  Men  took  muskets, 
and  formed  in  dress  parade  ;  and  it  was  very  well  done.  Those 
men  could  have  soon  built  up  a  battalion,  a  division,  a  corps  d'armee. 
So,  my  friends,  retain  the  knowledge  you  have  gained  during  the 
war.  Teach  your  children,  tell  your  neighbors,  and  then  you  may 
be  a  proud  people.     Thank  you. 

Calls  for  Hooker  brought  that  veteran  forward,  with 
assistance.     He  said : 

I  fear  that  you  have  not  observed  the  incidents  this  evening 
closely,  or  I  am  sure  you  would  not  have  called  on  me.  I  have  not 
said  a  word.  I  have  been  a  sort  of  figure-head  in  the  chair,  be- 
cause I  am  not  to  say  anything.  I  have  talked  till  I  have  talked 
myself  out.  I  can  not  be  heard,  and  can  not  make  myself  heard. 
There  are  lots  of  orators  behind  me,  who  are  anxious  to  address 
you.  The  temptation  is  greater  than  I  have  had  presented  to  me 
before  to  talk,  but,  as  I  said  1  can't,  I  can't.  When  I  see  you  again, 
1  will  talk  as  long  as  you  will  sit  and  hear.  Call  on  some  of  these 
orators— on  General  Slocum,  who  was  born  talking. 

In  response  to  calls  General  Slocum  came  forward,  and 
made  a  short  and  pleasing  speech.     He  said : 

Friends,  I  come  in  obedience  to  General  Hooker.  I  have 
obeyed  his  command  before  to-night,  and  I  am  perfectly  willing  to 
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do  so  now.  [General  Hooker,  interrupting,  said  :  "  Yes,  you  were 
always  a  good  soldier."]  General  Hooker  has  not  forgotten  his 
old  tricks.  This  morning,  he  got  up  here  and  called  for  volunteer 
speeches,  when,  in  the  programme,  they  were  to  be  this  evening. 
But  we  forgive  him,  because  we  all  know  he  made  his  attacks  eight 
or  ten  hours  before  they  were  expected.  I  am  not  going  to  make 
a  speech  to-night,  because  I  know  that  the  people  of  Utica,  from 
what  I  have  seen,  desire  to  entertain  the  Army  of  the  Cumberland^ 
and  I  know  perfectly  well  that  the  Army  of  the  Cumberland  had 
rather  hear  citizens  of  Utica  than  to  hear  me.  There  are  plenty 
of  orators  here  who  will  interest  more,  and  I  know  I  shall  be  in- 
teresting to  the  citizens  by  being  brief  I  came  forward  to  express 
pleasure  at  meeting  my  old  comrades  once  more.  My  acquaint- 
ance with  the  Army  of  the  Cumberland  was  during  what  I  have  al- 
ways regarded  as  the  most  remarkable  period  of  the  war — what,  to 
me,  was  a  period  which  I  remember  with  more  pleasure  than  any 
other — that  of  our  advance  through  Georgia  and  the  Carolinas. 
I  was  there  associated  with  two  corps  of  that  army,  and  I  derived 
from  that  more  pleasure  than  at  any  other  period  during  the  w^ar. 
I  knew  that  army  well.  I  knew  its  old  commander  well — its  last 
commander.  I  can  not  say,  as  General  Sherman  has  said,  that  I 
marched  up  to  the  blackboard  with  General  Thomas,  but  I  have 
marched  \\])  to  the  blackboard  under  him  as  an  instructor.  Gen- 
eral Thomas  was  my  instructor  at  West  Point,  and  I  may  say  of 
him,  what  I  can  say  of  but  very  few  of  my  instructors,  that  he  was 
perfectly  honored  by  every  pupil  he  had  under  him.  When  I 
joined  his  army,  I  was  not  much  surprised  to  find  the  same  feeling 
running  through  all  his  men,  the  same  feeling  running  through  all 
his  officers — a  feeling  of  honor  toward  him,  and  perfect  confidence 
in  anything  he  ordered  to  be  done.  The  same  feeling  exhibited 
on  the  part  of  his  pupils  was  exhibited  by  the  soldiers  and  officers 
who  served  under  him.  I  think  (and  I  think  every  one  here  will 
agree  with  me)  that  General  Thomas  impressed  on  all  who  served 
under  him  many  of  the  traits  of  his  own  character.  His  army 
was  supposed  to  stand  fast  wherever  it  was  placed.  There  was  no 
getting  away  from  it.     It  was  reliable,  like  its  old  commander. 
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The  only  fear  I  have  in  connection  witli  tliis  Ileuiiion,  is  that 
some  of  our  friends  ma^^  not  appreciate  fully  what  has  been  done 
by  the  citizens  of  Utica.  What  I  have  witnessed  here  to-day,  and 
the  kind  feeling  I  have  heard  expressed,  has  made  me  almost  claim 
Utica  as  my  native  place.  I  can  almost  do  it.  I  was  born  not  a 
great  many  miles  from  here,  and  could  do  it  without  stretching  the 
truth  a  great  deal.  And  the  hospitalit}^  and  friendliness  expressed 
made  me  strongly  disposed  to  claim  Utica  as  my  birthplace.  I  ' 
want  my  friends  to  go  through  the  city,  and  see  the  display — see 
all  the  evidences  that  have  been  given  of  the  kindly  feeling,  of  the 
generous  welcome,  that  they  have  received  here  in  Central  New 
York — and  I  know  tluvt  they  will  come  here  with  a  feeling  that 
here  at  least,  in  this  cit}',  their  services  are  appreciated,  and  that 
they  are  being  rewarded  by  the  people  of  Central  New  York  ;  they 
are.being  granted  the  reward  which  a  soldier  appreciates  more  than 
anything  else — that  of  recognizing  what  has  been  done,  and  giving 
him  the  feeling  of  grateful  sympathy  that  he  is  entitled  to.  I 
thank  you  for  your  cordial  reception. 

After  numerous  calls  from  the  great  audience,  Governor 
Seymour  came  forward  and  said  : 

I  feel  myself  not  a  little  embarrassed  in  coming  before  you  to 
speak  after  these  men  of  deeds — to  stand  before  you  as  one  who 
can  not  claim  for  himself  to  have  rendered  his  country  such  ser- 
vices as  they  have  rendered;  and  yet,  after  all,  I  feel  that  perhaps 
I  have  some  soldier-like  traits.  I  trust  I  have;  my  friend.  Presi- 
dent Grant,  will  admit  that  when  I  had  a  little  contest  with  him, 
he  ran  a  great  deal  faster  and  farther  than  i  did. 

If  I  am  not  a  soldier,  if  I  did  not  do  service  upon  the  battle- 
field, nevertheless  I  held  close  relationship  with  our  armies  during 
the  late  rebellion.  With  perhaps  one  exception,  I  gave  more  com- 
missions to  their  officers,  and  as  Governor  of  New  York,  sent  more 
men  to  fill  their  ranks  than  any  other  person.  I  studied  closely 
the  influence  of  the  camp  upon  those  engaged  in  active  service. 
How  could  I  do  otherwise?    Day  after  day  there  came  into  the  Ex- 
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ecutive  Chamber  young  men  in  the  pride  and  beauty  of  early  man- 
hood, who  sought  commissions  to  serve  their  country  in  the  dan- 
gerous field  of  war.  How  often  did  it  happen,  when,  after  the 
labors  of  the  day,  I  sat  at  my  table  in  the  silent  hours  of  night  to 
fill  the  vacancies  death  had  made  in  our  ranks,  it  was  my  sad  duty 
to  write  in  other  names  in  the  places  of  those  who,  but  a  little  time 
before,  had  left  me  filled  with  hope  and  honorable  ambitions,  but 
who  had  been  swept  into  early  gi-aves,  mown  down  uj)on  the  very 
fields  where  they  sought  honor  and  fame. 

I  have  seen  war  in  its  most  sad  and  painful  aspects.  It  is  said 
that  corrujition,  fraud,  and  demoralization  always  follow  in  its  train 
and  taint  its  transactions.  This  is  true,  but  they  do  not  emanate 
from  the  ranks  of  armies. 

The  angel  of  death  stalks  through  battle-fields,  but  not  the  foul 
spirit  of  corruption.  He  who  has  had  stamped  upon  his  memory 
the  toils  and  perils  of  war ;  he  who  has  had  burned  into  his  very 
natui-e  the  awful  scenes  of  fire  and  blood  of  battle,  has  had  worked 
into  his  being  what  time  nor  events  can  eff'ace — he  may  fall  before 
temptations,  as  other  men  do  ;  but  even  in  his  fall  there  will  still 
live  the  memory  of  the  cause  for  which  he  periled  life,  of  dying 
comrades,  of  a  flag  which  he  followed  up  to  the  ver}^  jaws  of  death, 
and  these  memories  will  give  a  tinge  and  glow  of  nobility,  even 
when  error,  weakness,  and  degradation  have  dragged  him  down 
from  his  former  state.  It  is  this  dignity  of  suffering  for  a  cause  ; 
it  is  the  sacrifice  of  self  for  a  sentiment  of  patriotism,  that  so  gilds 
the  character  of  the  dead  soldier,  that  there  is  a  gleam  of  sunshine 
even  through  the  clouds  of  mourning  and  sorrow  in  desolated 
homes,  and  which  lighten  the  grief  of  bereaved  wives  and  chil- 
dren, and  stricken  fathers  and  mothers. 

I  have  had  a  large  experience  in  public  afi'airs.  My  duties 
have  led  me  to  study  with  care  the  influences  which  form  the  char- 
acter of  man  and  shape  the  civilization  of  communities,  and  I  can 
bear  witness  to  the  fact,  that  the  discipline  of  armies  teach  obedi- 
ence, their  sufferings  purify  and  soften  human  nature,  the  perils 
braved  for  a  cause  and  country  elevate  to  a  higher  plane  of  patriot- 
ism.    Many  who  have  in  civil  life  resisted  the  instruction  of  wis-

dom,  the  persuasion  of  friends,  or  tlie  threatening  of  the  law,  have 
yielded  to  the  stern  grand  teuehings  of  war. 

I  am  happy  to  echo  the  Avords  of  welcome,  uttered  b}'  others, 
to  the  Army  of  the  Cumberland.  It  gives  me  pleasure  to  meet  its 
soldiers  in  the  valley  of  the  Mohawk.  It  is  a  fitting  place  for  the 
assemblage  of  patriotic  soldiers,  for  its  scenes  are  replete  with  as- 
sociations of  martial  events,  which  have  shaped  the  civilization  and 
destinies  of  our  country.  Central  New  York  was  for  more  than 
one  hundred  years  the  great  theater  of  the  struggle  between  France 
and  Britain  for  the  control  of  the  interior  of  this  continent.  The 
story  of  this  long  and  uncertain  contest,  the  character  of  the  actors, 
the  devoted  missionaries,  the  savage  Indians,  the  disciplined  armies, 
the  subtlety  of  diplomacy,  are  so  strangely  mingled  that  it  makes 
the  very  romance  of  history.  It  was  in  this  war  and  this  contest 
between  the  forms  of  French  and  English  civilization,  that  our 
fathers  learned  the  martial  skill  which  wrought  out  our  independ- 
ence, and  the  statesman-like  wisdom  which  enabled  them  to  form 
our  government.  It  was  in  this  valley  that  the  first  great  check 
was  given  to  the  schemes  for  the  division  of  the  American  prov- 
inces, aimed  at  by  British  councils,  when  they  planned  the  cam- 
paign of  Burgoyne.  The  battle  of  Oriskanj^  was  a  forerunner  of 
the  victory  of  Saratoga,  which  virtually  ended  the  Eevolutionary 
struggle. 

Once,  when  standing  on  the  plains  between  Schenectady  and 
Albany,  with  General  Scott,  the  old  warrior  stretched  out  his  arm 
toward  the  point  where  the  waters  of  the  Mohawk  and  the  Hudson 
mingle,  and  said,  "  This  has  been  the  great  strategetic  point  in  the 
wars  of  this  continent." 

There  are  many  reasons  why  this  Union  is  of  peculiar  value 
and  interest  to  the  Empire  State.  AVe  meet  to-night  under  the 
shadow  of  that  range  of  highlands  which  stretches  through  New 
York,  from  the  banks  of  the  Hudson  to  the  shores  of  Lake  Erie. 
It  is  the  water-shed  from  which  flow  the  streams  which  unite  our 
countrj'  by  the  strong  ties  of  commerce  and  intercourse.  At  its 
eastern  end  rise  the  soui'ces  of  the  Delaware,  which  flows  by  Phila- 
delphia to  the  sea.     At  a  little  distance  south  from  this  spot  are 
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the  tributaries  of  the  Susquehanna,  which  empty  into  the  Chesa- 
peake Bay,  upon  whose  shores  and  harbors  and  affluents  stand  the 
capital  of  our  Union,  the  cities  of  Baltimore  and  Norfolk.  From  its 
southwestern  slope  the  Alleghany  runs  into  the  Ohio  and  Missis- 
sippi, by  Pittsburg,  Cincinnati,  St.  Louis,  and  New  Orleans,  to  the 
Gulf  of  Mexico.  Interlocking  with  the  sources  of  these  great 
rivers,  which  seek  the  heated  waters  of  the  tropics,  are  the  heads  of 
streams  which  empty  into  the  great  lakes,  and  find  their  outlet  at 
the  ocean,  in  the  cold  and  stormy  Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence. 

The  Mohawk  and  the  Hudson,  gathering  their  floods  within 
the  boundaries  of  New  York, 'have  forced  the  lines  and  ramparts 
of  the  AUeghanies  at  West  Point,  and  made  a  gate-way  between 
the  Atlantic  coast  and  the  great  valley  of  the  Mississippi,  through 
which  the  nations  of  the  world  send  their  armies  of  emigrants  to 
fill  up  the  interior  of  our  continent. 

Not  only  does  every  association  of  history,  every  considera- 
tion of  interest,  every  sentiment  of  patriotism,  teach  us  to  love  and 
cherish  our  Union,  but  we  are  taught  by  the  God  of  nature,  as  He 
raised  the  mountains,  deepened  the  valleys,  and  appointed  the 
courses  to  His  mighty  rivers,  that  the  countrj^  He  has  thus  bound 
by  His  silver  chains,  must  not  be  sundered  by  unhallowed  violence 
or  bloody  fraternal  strife. 

I  am  happy  to  welcome  the  Army  of  the  Cumberland  to  the 
State  of  New  York,  for,  beyond  all  other  States,  it  has  the  deepest 
interest  in  the  preservation  of  that  Union  for  which  yoxx  have  bat- 
tled. The  capital  of  our  State  was  the  birthplace  of  that  Union. 
During  the  long  and  desperate  contests  of  French  and  Indian  wars, 
the  delegates  of  the  Colonies,  the  Governors  and  agents  of  the 
Provinces,  were  in  the  habit  of  meeting  at  Albany,  to  consult  with 
regard  to  the  measures  demanded  by  the  common  safety  of  their 
feeble  and  exposed  settlements.  It  was  there  that  Franklin  pro- 
posed that  Union  of  the  Colonies  which  foreshadowed  the  future 
Union  of  the  States.  It  was  checked  at  the  time  by  the  jealousy 
of  the  crown,  but  the  seed  was  then  planted  which  grew  in  time  into 
national  power.  It  was  a  striking  coincidence  that  the  flag  of  our 
Union,  the  stars  and  the  stripes  which  you  have  followed  through 
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fire  and  smoke  and  the  carnage  of  battle-fields,  was  first  unfurled 
in  defense  of  tlic  very  spot  where  the  policy  of  a  Union  of  the 
Colonies  was  first  proclaimed. 

We,  the  citizens  of  New  Yorli,  then  welcome  the  soldiers  of 
the  Army  of  the  Cumberland,  with  the  feeling  that  wo  owe  them  a 
greater  debt  of  gratitude  than  rests  upon  other  Slates.  It  is  the 
praj'er  which  goes  up  from  the  heart  of  each  one  of  this  vast  con- 
course, that  your  future  lives  maybe  crowned  with  all  the  blessings 
which  have  been  earned  by  those  who  have  ])eriled  life,  and  who 
suffered  toils  and  dangers  for  their  country's  safety,  honor,  and 
prosper!  t}'. 

Calls  were  then  made  for  "  Shepard,"  "  Roberts,"  but  no 
response  was  made. 

Captain  ]Millard  next  sang  "Viva  rAmei'iea"  closing 
amid  great  applause.  He  responded  to  another  encore  with 
"27ic  Army  of  the  Cumberland.'''' 

Colonel  Squire  stated  that  Captain  Millard  sang  as  he 
used  to  sing  at  Is^ashville,  Murfreesboro,  and  farther  on. 

Colonel  Squire  : 

If  the  audience  Avill  permit  me  to  say,  we  have  here  a  number 
of  Western  men  who,  though  they  are  not  orators,  I  should  be 
glad  to  have  you  meet,  and  who  Avill  not  detain  you. 

He  then  introduced  General  Stanley,  of  the  United 
States  Cavalry,  who  said  : 

Fellow-Citizens,   Comrades  : 

Even  if  I  were  accustomed  to  malcing  speeches,  I  would  not 
trespass  upon  j'our  patience  this  evening,  after  such  fine  addresses 
as  we  have  heard,  and  the  fine  addresses  we  have  in  store  among  our 
young  gentlemen,  who  are  ready  to  entertain  us  ;  and  it  would  be 
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foolish  in  me  to  occupy  your  time.  Tou  know  I  have  been  away, 
away,  far  west,  as  the  poet  says,  in  the  land  of  the  Dakotahs.  This 
is  the  first  time  I  have  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting  the  Society,  al- 
though I  believe  I  am  an  old  member  and  a  zealous  member.  But 
you  can  very  easily  imagine  the  pleasure  this  meeting  has  given 
me.  I  do  not  know  any  occasion  of  my  life  which  has  been  more 
happy  to  me,  to  see  my  old  friends  and  old  comrades  in  arms. 
There  are  a  great  many  things  I  would  say  to  you,  but  I  know 
there  are  others  to  follow,  and  1  shall  merely  express  my  thanks  to 
you,  and  talk  to  you  at  some  other  time. 

General  Cruet,  of  Indiana,  was  also  introduced,  and 
made  a  short  speech.     He  said  : 

Ladies  and  Getitlemen,  Comrades  of  the  Army  of  the  Cumberland  and 
other  armies : 

I  am  very  much  pleased  to  you  for  the  honor  extended  to  me 
in  making  this  call.  I  can  but  feel  at  this  late  hour  it  is  intended 
only  as  a  compliment.  I  feel  like  the  five-cent  piece  thrown  in  to 
make  a  dollar.  I  hoj)e  on  some  other  occasion,  if  it  so  falls  out,  to 
address  you. 

General  Cist,  of  Cincinnati,  was  introduced,  and  spoke 
as  follows : 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen : 

At  this  late  hour,  as  has  been  said,  it  could  hardly  be  supposed 
that  one  would  take  up  any  length  of  time  in  making  extended 
remarks.  We  have  met  here  in  your  beautiful  city  the  recipients 
of  your  generous  hospitality,  feeling  that  we  are  welcome,  and 
feeling  that  we  are  at  home.  Some  of  us  have  traveled  a  consider- 
able distance  in  coming  here ;  and  now  we  are  here,  Ave  feel  like 
staying  here  and  making  ourselves  at  home.  We  feel  grateful  to 
you,  one  and  all,  for  the  hearty,  generous  welcome  you  have  given 
to  us. 
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Colonel  Squire  now  read  a  dispatch  received  by  Hon. 
E.  II.  KoBEiiTS  from  Vice-President  Wilson,  as  follows : 


New  York,  September  15,  1875. 
To  Hon.  E.  H.  Roberts : 

I  leave  at  eight  o'clock  for  Utica.

Ex-Lieutenant-Governor  Robinson,  of  Bingliampton, 
was  discovered  in  the  audience,  and  escorted  to  the  platform, 
where  he  was  cordially  received  by  the  other  distinguished 
officers  and  citizens,  the  assemblage  applauding. 

Colonel  Steele  offered  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  tlianks  of  the  Society  be  tendered  Colonel 
"Waterman  for  scholarl}-  address  just  delivered,  and  that  we  re- 
quest a  copy  of  the  same  for  publication. 

Which  was  unanimously  adopted. 

Colonel  Squire  said : 

If  the  audience  please,  I  will  make  one  or  two  announcements, 
and  then  we  will  close  with  the  singing  of  "  John  Brown."  I  beg 
leave  to  state  that  the  members  of  the  Society  are  requested  to  be 
at  the  depot  early,  in  order  to  take  the  train  for  Trenton  Falls.

Mr.  President,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen  of  Utica: 

In  the  autumn  months  of  1863,  while  the  Army  of  the 
Cumberland  was  close  beset  in  the  valley  of  the  Tennessee 
river,  two  corps  of  the  Army  of  the  Potomac,  under  Major- 
General  Hooker,  with  knapsacks  and  muskets  and  banners, 
visited  the  Army  of  the  Cumberland.  They  were  welcome 
guests,  and  eventually  became  one  of  and  with  that  army. 
General  Thomas,  at  the  first  meeting  of  our  Army  Society, 
said :  "  The  reinforcements  from  the  Army  of  the  Potomac, 
which  were  not  then  incorporated  with  the  Army  of  the  Cum- 
berland, carried  that  high  point  on  our  right.  Lookout  Moun- 
tain. This  opened  the  eyes  of  the  enemy  to  the  danger  of 
his  position,  and  gave  us  great  encouragement."  To-day  the 
Cumberland  army  of  twelve  years  ago  sends  its  representa- 
tives from  the  valleys  of  the  western  rivers,  to  return  that 
visit,  not  with  knapsacks  and  muskets  and  battle-smoke,  but 
amid  peace  and  plenty  and  social  enjoyment ;  not  in  sight 
of  Lookout's  bald  top,  or  the  forests  and  dark  shadows  of 
"Waldron's  hills,  but,  by  your  kind  invitation,  amid  the  beauty, 
-the  wealth  and  power  of  our  nation's  empire  State, 

The  West  sends  an  "  all-hail "  to  the  East. 

This  is  our  trystiug-place,  where  soldiers  from  beyond 
the  lakes  and  the  Ohio  and  the  Mississippi  meet  soldier  com- 
rades who  carried  beneath  our  western  skies  the  victorious 
banners  of  Kew  England,  ISTew  York,  New  Jersey,  and  Penn- 
sylvania. 
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We  meet  liorc,  from  all  parts  of  our  wide  lainl,  sok'ly  as 
friends.  No  sectional  or  state  lines  divide  us  in  sentiment. 
Self-g-lorification  is  not  the  object  of  our  meeting.  The  mag- 
netism that  draws  is  that  Avhich  holds  togetlier  all  soldier 
friendships,  whether  formed  under  a  Xexopiion  or  an  Alexan- 
der ;  in  the  shadows  of  the  pyramids,  under  Xapoleon  ;  at  Val- 
ley Forge  or  Yorktown,  under  Wasiiinutox  ;  at  Buena  Arista, 
under  Taylor  ;  at  Vickshurg,  under  Grant  ;  at  Atlanta,  under 
Sherman  ;  at  N'ashville,  under  Thomas  ;  or  in  Georgia,  under 
Johnston  and  Hood.  These  friendships,  formed  in  tent  and 
bivouac,  amid  mutual  toil  and  danger,  have  only  incidentally 
to  do  with  moral  or  political  questions.  The  air  such  friend- 
ships breathe  is  not  that  of  the  church  or  the  town-house,  but 
rather  that  which  gives  life  to  the  "  fellow-feeling  that  makes 
us  wondrous  kind."  Under  your  auspices  we  meet  to  revive 
these  old  feelings  of  soldier  friendship,  and,  like  Homer's 
Nestor,  to  tell  long  stories,  and  live  over  the  times  when  grape- 
vine telegraph  lines  supplied  the  news,  with  a  station  at  every 
spring  of  pure  water,  and  each  soldier  an  independent  oper- 
ator in  originating  the  latest  rumor;  when  camp-fires  sup- 
plied the  lack  of  far-away  hearthstones,  and  day-dreams  of 
loved  faces  and  loving  eyes  at  home  were  made  to  satisfy  a 
longing  which  the  author  of  "Home,  Sweet  Home"  must 
have  felt,  if  he  did  not  realize. 

At  one  time  in  the  Atlanta  campaign,  when  the  Federal 
and  Confederate  armies  occupied  opposite  ridges,  with  a  deep 
and  wide  ravine  between,  during  one  of  those  impromptu 
truces  which  intense  heat  and  long  weariness  always  com- 
pelled. Colonel  Anderson,  of  the  Sixtieth  Hlinois,  took  the 
brigade  band  to  the  summit  of  the  ridge.  It  was  a  warm 
Southern  night,  the  air  clear  and  still,  while  a  full  moon 
flooded  camp  and  field  with  its  peerless  light.  The  l)and  first 
played  "  Yankee  Doodle,"  to  which  the  Union  soldiers,  all  up 
and  down  the  long  line,  responded  with  cheers  and  shouts. 
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Then  "  Dixie "  was  played,  followed  by  shouts  and  cheers 
from  the  Confederate  side.  "The  Star  Spangled  Banner" 
and  "  Bonnie  Blue  Flag"  met  respectively  the  same  reception. 
Thereupon  came  from  the  band,  thoroughly  in  the  spirit  of 
the  occasion,  "  Home,  Sweet  Home."  For  a  moment  there 
was  a  deep  silence  as  the  strains  died  away,  and  then,  from 
each  ridge.  Federals  and  Confederates  mingled  their  loudest 
shouts  and  repeated  cheers. 

The  episodes  and  incidents  of  individual  life  in  active 
campaigns,  together  with  the  historical  events  of  those  days, 
are  all  revived  in  these  reunions,  and,  irrespective  of  any 
other  sentiment,  it  is  the  living  over  again  the  hours  of  dan- 
ger, the  hours  of  toil,  and  the  long  hours  of  camp  idleness 
and  enjoyment  that  gives  these  meetings  an  interest  that,  to 
the  world  outside  of  soldier  life,  borders  upon  the  incompre- 
hensible. 

Comrades  of  the  Army  of  the  Cumberland.,  after  a  decade 
we  meet  as  graduates  of  a  few  years'  course  of  study  in  the 
practical  art  of  war ;  in  the  practical  application  of  mud,  water, 
and  mules ;  in  the  practical  solution  of  the  problem  how  to 
save  a  country;  and,  after  ten  years  of  home  enjoyment, with 
the  consciousness  of  a  duty  well  performed. 

Before  we  speak  of  the  present,  past,  or  future,  let  us 
recall  that  there  were  those  without  whom  the  Army  of  the 
Cumherland  would  not  have  been.  The  death  of  thousands 
was  essential  to  the  name  and  enduring  fame  of  our  army. 
Of  these  numbered  and  unnumbered,  known  and  unknown, 
who  did  not  come  back  with  us,  but  who  sleep  beneath  the 
clods  in  those  valleys  where  the  twilight  hardly  lingers,  we 
feel  that  they  have  a  reward  greater  than  ours.  The  Great 
Judge,  fairer  than  a  generous  people — He  who  weighs  worlds 
in  the  same  scale  in  which  He  Aveighs  atoms — has  not  found 
them  wanting.  We  glorify  them  generally ;  He  has  rewarded 
them  individually. 


Waterman's  Oration. 


Two  hundred  years  ago,  an  Englisli  bard  sang  tlins  wise  : 

"  Think  that  they  all  to  certain  triumph  move 
Who  fall  in  fight,  yet  meet  the  prize  above. 
TliiTC,  in  the  iiardens  of  eternal  si)ring, 
While  birds  of  jiaradise  around  them  sing, 
Each,  with  hi8  blooming  beauty  by  his  side, 
Shall  drink  rich  wines  that  in  full  rivers  glide. 
Breathe  fragrant  gales,  or  fields  of  spice  that  blow, 
And  gather  fruits  immortal  as  they  grow — 
In  bliss  ecstatic  their  whole  hours  employ, 
And  every  sense  be  lost  in  every  joy." 

If  it  was  a  good  thing  to  organize  a  new  nation  and  con- 
secrate it  to  God  and  freedom,  then  each  and  ever}'  one  who 
gave  his  life  to  preserve  that  nation — no  matter  where  his 
grave,  whether  his  monument  be  a  Southern  tree  or  a  Xorth- 
ern  shaft ;  no  matter  what  his  color,  rank,  or  condition — he 
walks  to-day  with  the  intellectual  and  military  heroes  who 
built  the  nation.  Then,  in  this  our  season  of  reunion,  it  is 
permitted  us  to  rejoice  for  those  of  our  number  who  never 
can  be, with  us  here,  and  to  strive  to  make  ourselves  wortliy 
to  join  a  reunion  with  them  in  their  Elysian  fields. 

One  -ihere  was,  loved,  respected,  and  trusted  above  all 
others.  Death  permitted  him  to  behold  the  glad  results  of 
his  stern  integrity  and  heroic  generalship.  This  vacant  chair 
attests  that  the  example,  the  influence,  and  the  life  of  George 
H.  Thomas  are  dear  to  the  men  whom  he  commanded. 

Ireland's  peculiarly  brilliant  and  felicitous  orator  said  of 
Bonaparte:  "Grand,  gloomy,  and  peculiar,  he  sat  upon  a 
throne,  a  sceptered  hermit."  AVe  may  say  of  Thomas  :  Grand, 
generous,  and  patriotic,  he  stood  an  untitled  king,  revered  by 
his  hundred  thousand  soldiers  of  the  Ivepublic. 

"  As  some  tall  cliff  that  lifts  its  awful  form 
Swells  from  the  vale,  and  midway  leaves  the  storm, 
Though  round  its  breast  the  rolling  clouds  are  spread, 
Eternal  sunshine  settles  on  its  head." 
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Such,  to  the  Army  of  the  Cumberland,  is  the  memory  of 
George  H.  Thomas.  When  the  great  Creator  scattered 
through  the  universe  His  brilliant  stars  and  noble  souls,  He 
withheld  from  mortals  the  pencil  whereAvith  to  tell  their 
beauty  and  influence. 

As  to  the  present  and  past — wh}^  we  are  here,  why  there  was 
a  gigantic  civil  war,  why  we  were  soldiers  in  it,  why  national 
traditions  and  memories  were  for  a  time  obliterated,  why  men 
with  the  same  blood  fought  terrible  battles  and  then  kindly 
exchanged  letters  for  homes  and  sweethearts,  and  in  the  front 
treated  prisoners  as  they  would  comrades,  are  questions  of  no 
practical  value  to  us  here  and  now.  JS'either  is  it  necessary 
to  repeat,  on  this  occasion,  the  historical  record  of  our  army, 
which  we  now  have  presented  in  many  and  varied  forms. 

The  question  for  us,  in  the  hour  of  more  serious  consid- 
eration, is :  Have  we  profited  by  our  experience  ?  A  war 
based  upon  the  purpose  to  maintain  the  perpetuity  of  a  gov- 
ernment, and  to  secure  therewith  individual  justice,  leaves  in 
the  minds  of  the  participators  active  thoughts  upon  the  prin- 
ciples of  government,  not  in  a  partisan  sense,  but  in  the  broad- 
est scope  of  political  science.  A  volunteer  soldier  in  a  war 
of  four  years,  upon  which  depended  the  destiny  of  his  nation 
as  a  republic,  can  not  escape  the  influence  of  that  experience 
upon  his  reason  and  judgment.  Sturdy  men  are  scattered  all 
through  the  land  who  left  the  army  with  enlarged  habits  of 
thought  and  reason,  with  national  as  well  as  county  and  farm 
ideas,  and  with  a  mental  vision  no  longer  bounded  by  the 
horizon  surrounding  a  county-seat,  but  which  took  in  the 
entire  length  and  breadth  of  our  land.  These  men  left  the 
ranks  of  the  armies  with  the  firm  conviction  that  government 
is  a  means,  not  an  end,  and,  as  a  means,  must  secure  individ- 
ual justice,  and  proportionately,  individual  happiness.  It  is 
stated  in  our  reports  that  at  one  time  the  Army  of  the  Cumber- 
land took  regularly  about  six  thousand  dailies  of  a  leading 
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Western  paper.  When  wo  reflect  tliat  this  was  ])ut  one  of  the 
numerous  papers  regularly  taken  by  the  soldiers  of  that  army, 
and  that  each  paper  was  read  by  many  others  than  the  recip- 
ient, we  conclude  that  our  army  was  composed  of  thinking 
men,  who  informed  themselves,  as  well  as  could  be,  of  the 
situation  of  the  whole  country,  and,  acting  under  strong  con- 
victions, were  not  merely  ma(;hine  gun-shooters.  All  this  ex- 
perience, practical  use  of  judgment,  and  enlarged  habits  of 
self-reliance  were  carried  to  thousands  of  homes.  Such  men 
can  have  no  sickly  sentiment  about  the  discussion  of  the  prin- 
ciples of  justice,  or  hesitation  in  supporting  the  government 
in  the  dignity  and  powder  essential  to  its  OAvn  maintenance 
and  the  securing  of  individual  justice. 

A  French  writer  has  said  :  "  God  gives  justice  to  men 
only  at  the  price  of  Ijattles."'  It  does  not  follow,  however, 
that  all  battles  purchase  justice  in  the  first  instance.  The 
idea  is,  that  usurped  power,  oppression,  and  wrong  are  ever 
aggressive,  ever  striving  to  intrench  themselves  behind  in- 
vincibility, and  hence  the  loyal  to  virtue  and  freedom  are 
forced  to  advance  bearing  the  emblems  of  battle.  Usurped 
power  as  unjust  raises  against  itself  just  war,  and  battles  are 
the  legitimate  offsprings  of  usurpe<I  power ;  and,  though  in 
the  beginning  the  battalions  of  injustice  may  win,  at  the  end 
the  record  of  the  world's  conflicts  shows  that  justice  triumphs 
even  at  the  cost  and  price  of  many  battles — some  lost,  some 
won.  Were  this  not  true,  Lexington  and  Yorktown  would 
be  lost  in  the  night  of  history. 

And  so,  gentlemen,  when  that  insidious  influence  which 
pervaded  an  entire  land,  proposed  to  usurp  the  throne  of  free 
speech  in  Fanueil  Hall,  to  dictate  what  the  periods  of  a  sen- 
ator should  tell,  and  what  the  constitution  of  a  State  should 
decree ;  to  decide  whether  a  lawfully  elected  President  of  the 
Eepublic  could  be  inaugurated  ;  and  finally,  to  prove  by  can- 
non-ball logic  that  the  national  government  could  not  fly  the 
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national  flag  over  a  national  fort,  or  send  national  snpplies  to 
national  troops,  the  simple  question  was :  How  many  battles 
are  to  be  the  price  of  justice  and  the  life  of  a  nation?  Hence 
Anderson  and  Fort  Sumter;  hence  the  moral  courage  of 
Lincoln  and  Seward  ;  hence,  gentlemen,  the  Army  of  the 
Cumberland;  hence  Hooker  and  Rosecrans,  Thomas  and 
Sheridan,  Sherman  and  Grant  ;  hence  a  valiant  million  of 
volunteer  soldiers  ;  hence  Perryville  and  Stone  River,  Chicka- 
manga.  Mission  Ridge,  Atlanta  and  Nashville,  Gettysburg  and 
Richmond  ;  hence  emancipation  and  justice,  bonght  and  paid 
for  with  these  battles. 

Those  were  heroic  days  when  the  Republic's  general  was 
directing  victorious  armies  over  half  a  continent;  when  an- 
other great  captain  led  his  army  a  thousand  miles  from  the 
victorious  fields  of  the  West  to  greet  the  roar  of  the  sea  with 
the  artillery  roar  from  the  fresh  flelds  of  victory  in  the  East; 
while  yet  another  made  cavalry  win  victories  in  war,  pages  in 
history,  and  laurels  in  poetry. 

A  civilization  devoid  of  justice  results  in  French  revolu- 
tions and  American  rebellions ;  American  rebellions  and 
French  revolutions  result  in  justice  gaining  a  new  foothold. 
A  sculptured  or  painted  goddess  of  liberty  is  not  what  the 
people  of  a  nation  need.  It  is  the  principle  expressed  by  these 
emblems,  embodied  in  the  power  governing  and  the  power 
governed,  mutually  dependent  upon  each  other ;  and  the  mo- 
ment there  is  serious  antagonism  between  the  people  and  the 
government,  there  is  injustice  somewhere. 

The  President  of  the  United  States  uttered  a  great  and 
important  truth  in  his  last  inaugural,  where  he  said  :  "  It  is  my 
firm  conviction  that  the  civilized  world  is  tending  toward  re- 
publicanism or  the  government  by  the  people  through  their 
chosen  representatives.  The  theory  of  government  changes 
with  general  progress.  Xow  that  tbe  telegraph  is  made  avail- 
able for  communicating  thought,  together  with  rapid  transit 
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by  stoam,  all  parts  of  tlie  contiiK'nt  arc  inado  coiiti.ii-uous  lor 
all  pui'poses  of  the  government,  and  conininnications  lietween 
the  extreme  limits  of  the  conntry  made  easier  than  throiifi-hout 
the  old  thirteen  States  at  the  beginning-  of  our  national  exist- 
ence." 

This,  gentlemen,  mnst  be  self-evident,  and  it  is  our  salva- 
tion. 

In  point  of  fact,  Fnlton  and  Morse  discovered  the  great 
agencies  that  were  to  work  wonders  in  preserving  the  union 
of  our  Kepublic,  and  these  agencies  have  developed  with  the 
increase  of  population  and  territory. 

The  centripetal  force  .of  any  nation  ra}iidly  extending  it- 
self, must  keep  equal  with  the  centrifugal.  Communication  of 
thought  among  the  people  is  a  centripetal  power  tliat  develops 
into  centraliza.tion  as  a  means  of  self-preservation,  and  com- 
munication of  thought  among  our  intelligent,  though  wide- 
spread communities,  will  never  lead  to  the  empire. 

And  so  the  good  results  of  our  four  years  of  battles  are 
that  the  great  majority  of  men  who  fought  in  the  armies  South 
and  the  armies  iSTorth,  from  the  experience  thus  gained,  from 
seeing  their  country  in  its  union  as  a  nation,  and  not  as  so 
many  sections,  and  in  short  by  becoming  national  cosmopoli- 
tans, have  become  firmer  defenders  of  national  and,  as  a  se- 
quence, of  individual  justice  under  any  and  all  circumstances, 
and  our  nation  has  commenced  a  new  era  of  civilization  and 
justice. 

Three  hundred  years  ago,  national  justice,  as  experienced 
by  individuals,  was  an  idea.  Two  hundred  years  ago,  it  was  an 
athlete  in  the  world's  arena,  but  always  under  in  the  struggle. 
One  hundred  years  ago,  it  threw  otf  the  gloves  and  dealt  manly 
blows.  To-day,  erect,  with  folded  arms,  it  stands  amid  the 
steppes  of  Russia,  the  vine-clad  hills  of  Franee,  the  homes  of 
England,  and  the  capital  of  America,  and  proclaims  its  suprem- 
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ac}^  and  might,  dependent  only  on  the  nnseliishness  of  the  in- 
dividnals,  of  nations  and  communities. 

During  these  three  centuries  battle-fields  have  dotted  the 
broad  acres  of  all  these  lands,  and  from  them  have  sprung  the 
germs  of  individual  rights  that  have  developed  into  national 
justice. 

Sampson  of  old,  when  the  lion  roared  upon  him  as  he 
journe3^ed  through  a  vineyard,  slew  him,  and  after,  as  he  jour- 
neyed that  way  again,  being  weary,  he  turned  aside  and  found 
honey  in  the  carcass  of  the  lion,  and  "  out  of  the  eater  came 
forth  meat  and  out  of  the  strong  came  forth  sweetness."  The 
people  have  been  solving  the  riddle  of  Sampson,  and  in  the 
battles  of  three  centuries  have  been  slaying  the  lions  of  injus- 
tice, and  are  now  beginning  to  enjoy  the  sweetness  of  com- 
paratively just  governments. 

This  age  of  practical  justice,  when  thinking  men  fight  for 
their  rights,  is  in  fact  more  brilliant  than  an  age  of  chivalry, 
where  law  without  justice  rules  strong  arms  and  romantic 
minds.  Yet  the  benefits  that  result  from  battles  are  not  the 
only  essentials  in  securing  individual  justice. 

If  the  majesty  of  Divine  Power  appears  with  more  bril- 
liancy and  terror  in  the  thunder  and  lightning,  the  wild  storms 
with  clouds  and  winds  and  rains  that  purify,  no  less  is  the 
wisdom  of  that  power  made  manifest  in  the  silent  unseen  law 
that  curbs  and  directs  nature,  spreads  the  refreshing  dew, 
plants  the  wild  flower,  directs  the  comet  in  its  long  flight,  and 
gives  health,  beauty,  and  happiness  to  such  as  obey  the  law. 

Battles  may  be  brilliant  in  themselves  and  great  in  results ; 
they  may  crown  heroes,  vivify  the  page  of  history,  inspire  the 
poet,  fascinate  and  bewilder  the  unthinking,  yet  they  are  less 
important  to  individual  justice  than  the  laws  of  civil  govern- 
ment, enacted  and  enforced  during  peaceful  times,  which  pre- 
serve the  rich  fruits  of  battles.  When  the  sword  is  laid  aside, 
when  the  artillery  roar  is  hushed,  and  the  ships  of  war  rest  in 
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quiet  waters,  duty  does  not  fold  its  wiuu's,  hide  its  liund  and 
sleep  in  the  twilight  of  peace;  hut  ever  on  the  alert,  it  sum- 
mons each  one  to  guard  and  secure  with  untiring  interest 
those  civil  laws  Avhich  will  insure  individual  justice,  and  to 
utilize  the  experience  we  have  enjoyed.  I'eace  follows  the 
hattle  as  the  rainhow  succeeds  the  storm.  Tlie  rainhow  says 
tothehushaudman,  nature  is  refreshed  and  strengthened,  now 
prepare  for  your  liarvests.  Peace  says  to  our  citizens,  the  hat- 
tle has  advanced  justice,  now  secure  the  great  henelits  In' just 
laws. 

"While  our  liearts  heat  responsive  to  the  thoughts  of  what 
the  war  accomplished  for  our  country,  we  also  recognize  the 
duties  and  responsibilities  of  to-day  as  incumbent  on  every 
citizen  of  our  Republic.  It  is  peculiarly  fitting  for  us  who  took 
active  part  in  the  conflict  to  preserve  one  flag  and  one  Union, 
now  tliat  the  immediate  results  have  been  secured,  to  extend 
the  hand  of  brotherly  kindness  and  reconciliation  to  those 
Avliose  valor  we  tested  on  many  well-fought  fields,  liecipro- 
city  in  this  matter  is  what  the  nation  needs  to-day.  Mutual 
eflbrts  will  bind  our  country  together  in  lasting  bonds,  and  it 
is  with  whole-souled  joy  and  satisfaction  that  we  join  hands 
with  those  lately  opposed  to  us,  and  unite  in  saying,  let  us  make 
our  country  what  our  fathers  intended  when  its  foundations 
were  laid. 

The  noise  of  ten  hundred  thousand  guns  has  ceased. 
The  echoes  of  the  strains  of  martial  music  sleep  among  the 
hills,  from  the  Mississippi  to  the  Atlantic.  Let  the  guns  be 
silent  in  the  arsenals,  and  let  the  echoes  of  those  strains  of  mu- 
sic never  be  awakened,  because  the  American  people  have  de- 
cided to  sustain  the  government  that  protects  individual  justice. 
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EXCURSIQ]^  TO  TREI^TOiT  FALLS. 

The  citizens  of  Utica  kept  the  members  of  the  Society  of 
the  Army  of  the  Cumberland  quite  busy  during  the  days  they 
were  there.  The  exercises  and  festivities  of  AVednesday  were 
continued  until  so  late  an  hour  that  it  was  difficult  to  awaken 
the  sleepers  the  following  morning.  Chairman  Proctor,  in 
charge  of  the  excursion  to  Trenton  Falls,  General  McQuade, 
Colonel  Squire,  Colonel  Davies,  General  Dering,  Colonel 
Frank  H.  Shepard,  Colonel  Meyers,  Major  Peattie,  Captain 
Elijah  Woodward,  William  M.  Storrs,  and  other  members  of 
the  committee  were  out  bright  and  early  attending  to  getting 
the  members  together  for  the  trip.  About  two  coach-loads  of 
guests,  including  the  Governor's  Island  Band,  started  for  Tren- 
ton Falls  at  8.80  a.  m.  A  number  of  the  members  took  their 
wives  with  them.  Among  the  party  was  Lieutenant-Governor 
Robinson.  When  the  train  reached  Marcy  a  few  drops  of  rain 
fell,  and  soon  after  a  heavy  rain-storm  was  encountered.  This 
did  not  dampen  the  ardor  of  the  party  in  the  least.  A  goodly 
supply  of  vehicles  was  in  readiness  at  Trenton  Falls  station, 
and  it  was  not  long  before  the  excursionists  were  pleasantly 
located  at  Moore's  Hotel.  Owing  to  the  illness  of  the  pro- 
prietor. Supervisor  Robert  Moore  and  his  brothers  did  the 
honors.  The  l^rospect  Citizen's  Band  in  uniform  met  the  party 
at  the  "  lower  house  "  and  added  to  the  enjoyment  of  the  oc- 
casion. The  members  would  have  accompanied  the  party  to 
the  Falls,  but  they  supposed  the  Governor's  Island  Band  had 
its  instruments.  Some  disappointment  was  felt  at  the  non- 
appearance of  the  President,  who  was  expected  by  the  people 
of  Trenton.  After  a  little  rest  the  party  visited  the  Falls,  by 
the  ravine  route,  singing  "Marching  through  Georgia,"  and 
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returned  1)V  the  new  and  easy  pathway  thruno-h  the  woods. 
Those  who  had  never  seen  tlie  beauties  of  the  phiee  hei'ore 
were  surprised  and  delighted.  All  of  the  mend)ers  of  the  So- 
ciety Avere  eharnied  with  the  succession  of  magnificent  views. 
Upon  returning  to  the  hotel  the  art  gallery  was  visited,  and  a 
number  of  fine  views  of  the  Falls  were  secui-ed.  Gexkual  linB- 
IXSON  found  particular  pleasure  in  this  resort,  as  he  could  enjoy 
the  views  without  the  trouble  of  clambering  over  the  rocks. 

Captain  Harrison  Millard,  wlio,  by  the  way,  was  form- 
erly an  officer  of  the  regular  army,  took  his  place  at  the  piano 
and  sang  a  number  of  solos,  and  united  with  his  friends  in  the 
hearty  choruses  that  reminded  one  of  army  days. 

Chaplain  Van  IIorne,  being  called  on  for  some  remarks, 
said  : 

It  is  often  necessary  to  supply  omissions  in  natural  features  to 
make  a  beautiful  scene,  but  here  the  Creator  has  made  all  things 
beautiful.  And  while  we  enjoy  the  liospitality  of  the  proprietors 
of  this  beautiful  place,  and  the  social  features  of  the  occasion,  we 
may  learn  lessons  of  great  value.  CtoJ  has  impressed  great  beauty 
upon  His  works  for  moral  as  well  as  esthetic  effect.  Even  in  the 
lighter  elements  of  the  aesthetic  there  is  moral  force,  but  in  the 
grander  features  of  nature  there  is  a  mightier  association  of  moral 
power.  ^Ye  may  enjoy  this  social  Eeunion  merely  as  such,  we  may 
have  our  sestbetie  taste  quickened  by  what  we  see  around  us,  but 
we  shall  lose  the  chief  lesson  unless  we  permit  these  lighter  impres- 
sio)is  to  work  deeply  in  moral  nature  and  produce  lasting  effect 
upon  our  lives.  If  the  paramount  expression  of  all  this  loveliness 
has  its  full  effect  upon  us,  our  visit  to  this  beautiful  spot  shall  indeed 
call  forth  gratitude  to  those  whose  hospitality  we  are  enjoying, 
quicken  our  gesthetic  tendencies  and  give  us  momentary  pleasure, 
but  it  will  give  us  impressions  of  the  mightier  and  higher  interests 
that  lie  beyond  the  external,  wliich  will  make  us  better  men. 

Cheers  were  then  given  for  host  Moore  and  family,  and 
at  11.30  A.  M.  the  party  returned  to  the  depot  as  bappy  as  pes- 
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sible.  The  train  left  for  Utiea  at  noon  precisely,  and  arrived 
at  12.30  p.  M.  President  West  and  Vice-President  Thorn,  of 
the  Black  River  road,  accompanied  the  party.  Everybody  was 
delighted  with  the  trip,  which  was  recorded  as  one  of  the  most 
happy  events  of  the  Reunion.  The  excursionists  returned  to 
headquarters  in  procession,  headed  hy  the  band,  and  singing 
"  Marching  through  Georgia."  They  w^ere  warmly  w^elcomed 
in  the  parlors  by  the  reception  committee. 

In  response  to  calls,  J.  J.  Flanagan,  of  the  Utica  Herald, 
remarked  how  happy  he  was  to  see  many  old  friends  whom  he 
had  known  in  the  Army  of  the  Cumberland  at  Louisville,  i^ash- 
ville,  and  below,  and  hoped  that  the  members  of  the  Society 
would  return  to  their  homes  with  pleasant  remembrances  of 
their  visit  to  Utica.  Cheers  were  given  in  compliment  to  the 
Herald,  and  then  Generals  Cruft,  McCook,  Streight,  Mur- 
ray, Colonels  Dayton,  Audenreid,  and  others,  made  brief  re^ 
marks.     The  finale  of  the  excursion  was  very  happy  indeed.

CAPTAIN  DAVID  CIIALFANT. 

Chalkant. — In  Uhrichsville,  Ohio,  May  19,  1875,  Cai'tain'  David  Cilu,- 
FAXT,  aged  60  j-ears,  8  months,  and  27  days. 

Captain  Chalfant  was  born  August  22,  1811,  in  Faj^ette 
county,  Pennsylvania,  and  when  quite  a  small  boy  removed  to 
Jefferson  county,  Ohio. 

He  was  married  on  the  8th  of  September,  1837,  and  in  the  fall 
of  1838  he  moved  to  Uhrichsville,  Ohio,  and  folloAved  the  ])ractice 
of  medicine  with  great  success  until  the  year  1861. 

In  the  spring  of  1861,  he  visited  Washington  City  for  the  pur- 
pose of  witnessing  the  inaugurationof  President  Lincoln,  and  when 
the  tocsin  of  war  was  sounded,  he  raised  a  company  of  volunteers 
and  was  chosen  as  its  captain.  His  company-  was  assigned  to  the 
Fifty-first  Regiment  Ohio  Yolunteer  Infontr}-,  and  at  the  head  of 
his  command  he  participated  in  the  marches,  trials,  and  pleasures 
of  that  regiment  for  two  3'ears,  when,  his  health  becoming  impaired, 
he  resigned  his  commission  and  returned  to  his  home. 

Captain  Chalfant's  acquaintance  was  very  extensive,  and 
wherever  be  was  known  his  company  was  sought  b}'  those  around 
him,  on  account  of  his  frank  openheartedness,  his  genial  disposition, 
and  his  peculiar  aptitude  of  always  interesting  his  auditors. 

He  probably  enjoyed  life  as  well,  if  not  better,  than  any  man 
of  his  acquaintance.      Frequent  trips  to  various  sections  of  this 
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country,  and  an  extended  tour  through  Europe,  were  indulged  in, 
and  legitimate  pleasure  sought  and  found  wherever  an  opportunity 
for  so  doing  presented  itself. 

He  was  one  of  the  petitioners  for  the  charter  of  Mystic  Tie 
Lodge,  No.  194,  F.  and  A.  M.,  which  was  established  in  Uhrichsville 
in  1850,  and  likewise  of  Cyrus  Chapter,  No.  114,  E.  A.  M.,  and 
Gebal  Council,  No.  56,  E.  and  S.  M.,  which  were  established  at  sub- 
sequent periods. 

He  was  frequently  honored  by  these  various  bodies  with  the 
highest  positions  in  their  power  to  bestow  upon  him. 

He  was  also  one  of  the  charter  members  of  Tuscarawas  Lodge, 
No.  15,  K.  P.,  and  up  to  the  time  of  his  death  he  held  in  the  high- 
est veneration  and  esteem  the  doctrines  taught  and  principles  in- 
culcated by  the  various  societies  of  which  he  was  an  honored 
member. 

They  have  each  lost  a  valuable  co-laborer,  a  devoted,  sincere, 
earnest,  and  steadfast  friend.  He  has  joined  the  mighty  caravan 
which  halts  but  a  night-time  in  the  vale  of  death,  and  in  the  morn- 
ing of  eternity  strikes  its  white  tents  for  the  uj^ward  march.  But 
his  life  and  character  will  shine  as  beacon  lights,  and  his  memory 
will  lovingly  linger  around  his  friends  and  associates  like  the 
drearaj^  fragrance  of  a  long  perished  flower.

Badge  of  the  Army  of  the  Cumberland 

ADOPTED  BY  THE  SOCIETY. 


Headquarters  Department  of  the  Cumberland, 
Nashville,  Tenn.,  June  19,  1865. 
General  Orders,   ~\

At  a  meeting  of  the  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  Anny  of 
the  Cumbeiiand,  serving  in  this  vicinity,  held  at  the  Headquarters 
of  the  Artillery  Command  of  the  Fourth  Army  Corps,  on  Satur- 
day, June  10th  inst.,  for  the  purpose  of  considering  the  propriety 
of  adopting  a  badge  to  signalize  and  perpetuate  the  history  of  the 
Army  of  the  Cumberland,  it  was  unanimously  agreed  to  adopt  such 
a  badge,  and  the  following  officers  were  appointed  a  committee  to 
report  a  design  for  the  same : 

Brevet  Brigadier-General  J.  L.  Donaldson,  Chief  Quarter- 
master Department  of  the  Cumberland; 

Brevet  Brigadier  General  E.  Opdycke,  Commanding  Brigade, 
Fourth  Corps; 

Brevet-Colonel  W.  H.  GreExVWOOD,  Assistant  Inspector-Gen- 
eral Fourth  Corps ; 

Lieutenant-Colonel  W.  L.  Foulke,  Forty-sixth  Pennsylvania 
Volunteer  Infantry ; 

Captain  R.  H.  Litson,  Twenty-second  Indiana  Volunteer  In- 
fantry. 
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On  motion,  the  following  preamble  and  resolutions  were  then 
adopted : 


Whereas,  Many  of  the  soldiers  of  the  Army  of  the  Cumber- 
land are  about  to  abandon  the  profession  of  arms,  and  again  mingle 
in  the  peaceful  pursuits  of  home — 

Besolved,  That,  in  parting  with  each  other,  we  do  so  with 
mingled  feelings  of  sorrow,  sadness  and  pride  ; — sorrow,  because 
friends,  bound  together  by  ties  formed  on  many  battle-fields,  must 
part ;  sadness,  at  turning  our  backs  upon  the  thousand  fresh-made 
graves  of  our  brave  comrades  ;  and  pride,  because  it  has  been  our 
good  fortune  to  be  numbered  among  the  members  of  the  Army  of 
the  Cumberland^  and  have  each  done  his  part  in  proving  to  the 
world  that  republics  have  the  ability  to  maintain  and  perpetuate 
themselves. 

Resolved,  That  in  j^arting,  we  do,  as  we  have  many  times  done 
in  the  face  of  the  enemy,  renew  our  pledges  of  unending  fidelity 
to  each  other;  and  that,  in  whatever  position  in  life  we  may  hap- 
pen to  be,  we  will  never  permit  our  affections  to  be  estranged  from 
those  who  continue  to  fight  our  battles,  but  that  we  will  sustain 
and  defend  them  at  all  times  and  in  all  proper  places. 

Resolved,  That  the  following  named  persons,  and  none  others, 
are  authorized  to  wear  the  badge  of  the  Army  of  the  Cumber- 
land : 

I.  All  soldiers  of  that  army  now  in  service  and  in  good 
standing. 

II.  All  soldiers  who  formerly  belonged  to  that  army,  and  have 
received  honorable  discharges  from  the  same. 

Resolved,  That  any  soldier  of  the  Army  of  the  Cumberland, 
who  is  now  entitled  to  wear  the  badge  of  the  army,  who  may 
hereafter  be  dishonorably  dismissed  the  service,  shall,  by  such  dis- 
charge, forfeit  the  right  to  wear  such  badge. 
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Resolved.^  That  wc  exhort  all  members  of  the  Army  of  the 
Cnmbeiiand  to  discountenance  any  attempt  on  the  part  of  any  un- 
authorized persons  to  arrogate  to  themselves  honor  to  which  they 
arc  not  entitled,  by  wearing  our  badge. 

The  badge  committee  then  invited  all  to  send  in  designs,  and 
announced  that  the  committee  would  be  open  to  receive  until 
9  A.  M.  Wednesday,  June  14. 

The  badge  described  in  the  accompanj-ing  specifications  hav- 
ing, since  that  date,  been  selected  by  the  committee,  the  same  is 
adopted,  and  is  hereby  announced  as  the  badge  of  the  Army  of  the 

Cumberland.

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SPECIFICATIONS  FOE  BADGE   OF   THE  AEMY  OF   THE 
CUMBEELAND. 

1.  Star — Five-pointed.     Suspended,  point  upward.     Frosted,  gold 

or  silver,  with  polished  edge  one  twenty-fourth  of  an  inch 
wide.  Points  of  Star  blunt  or  very  slightly  rounded.  Ea- 
dius  of  Circle  of  outer  points,  nine-tenths  of  an  inch  ;  of 
inner  points,  foui-  and  a  half  tenths  of  an  inch. 

2.  Triangle — In  center  of  Star,  point  upward.      Frosted,  gold  or 

silver,  with  polished  edge  one  twenty-fourth  of  an  inch 
wide,  elevated  above  Star  one  thirty-second  of  an  inch,  or 
engraved,  if  wearer  chooses.  Triangle  of  such  size  as  to 
leave  space  around  it  in  frosted  part  of  the  Star. 

3.  Acorn — In    center  of  Triangle ;   polished,  gold   or  silver,  with 

frosted  cap  and  polished  stem,  in  alto  relievo,  or  engraved. 
Acorn  of  such  size  as  to  leave  space  around  it  in  frosted 
part  of  Triangle.  Enameled  natui-al  color,  if  the  wearer 
chooses. 

4.  Ribbon— Silk — Eed,    White,   and    Blue — three-quarters    of  an 

inch  wide,  one  and  one-fourth  inches  long. 

5.  Pin — Concave,  oval,  inve-tenths  of  an  inch  long,  two  and  a  half 

tenths  of  an  inch  wide.  Frosted,  gold  or  silver,  with  pol- 
ished edge  raised.

ARTICLE     I 


The  name  and  title  of  this  Assoeiatioii  shall  hr  the  -  Society 
OF  THE  AiiMY  OF  THE  Ci'-MiJERLAND."  aiid  said  Society  shall  iiiohide 
eveiy  officer  and  soldier  who  has  at  an}-  time  served  with  honor  in 
that  army. 

Honorar}'  membei-s  may  be  elected  from  those  officers  who 
have  become  distinguished  in  any  of  the  armies  of  the  United 
States. 

ARTICLE    II. 

The  object  of  the  Society  shall  be  to  perpetuate  the  memory 
of  the  fortunes  and  achievements  of  the  Army  of  the  Cumberland; 
to  preserve  that  unanimity  of  loyal  sentiment,  and  that  kind  and 
cordial  feeling  which  has  been  an  eminent  characteristic  of  this 
army,  and  the  main  element  of  the  power  and  success  of  its  efforts 
in  behalf  of  the  cause  of  the  Union.  The  history  and  glory  of 
the  officers  and  soldiers  belonging  to  this  army,  who  have  fallen 
either  on  the  field  of  battle  or  otherwise  in  the  line  of  their  duty, 
shall  be  a  permanent  and  sacred  trust  to  this  Society,  and  every 
effort  shall  be  made  to  collect  and  preserve  the  proper  memorials 
of  their  services,  to  inscribe  their  names  upon  the  roll  of  honor, 
and  transmit  their  fame  to  posterity.  It  shall  also  be  the  object 
and  bounden  duty  of  this  Society  to  relieve,  as  flxr  as  possible,  the 
ftimilies  of  such  deceased  officers  and  soldiers,  when  in  indigent 
circumstances,  either  by  the  voluntary  contribution  of  the  mem- 
bers, or  in  such  other  manner  as  they  ma}'  determine  wdieu  the 
cases  are  brought  to  their  attention.       This  provision  shall  also 
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hereafter  applj'  to  the  suffering  families  of  those  members  of  the 
Societ}^  who  may,  in  the  future,  be  called  hence,  and  the  welfare 
of  the  soldier's  widow  and  orphan  shall  forever  be  a  holy  trust  in 
the  hands  of  his  surviving  comrades. 


AETICLE    III. 

For  the  purpose  of  effecting  these  objects  the  Societ}^  shall  be 
organized  by  the  annual  election  of  a  President,  and  a  Vice-Pres- 
ident from  each  State  having  soldiers  in  the  Army  of  the  Cumber- 
land (to  be  nominated  by  members  from  the  several  States),  a  Cor- 
responding Secretary,  a  Recording  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer. 

The  Society  shall  meet  once  in  eveiy  year;  the  time  and 
place  of  the  next  meeting  to  be  selected  by  ballot  at  each  meet- 
ing. All  members  of  the  Society  who  are  prevented  by  an}'  cause 
from  personally  attending  are  expected  to  notify  the  Correspond- 
ing Secretar}^,  and  to  impart  such  information  in  regard  to  them- 
selves as  they  may  think  proper,  and  as  may  be  of  interest  to 
their  brethren  of  the  Society. 

Having  a  fraternal  feeling  for,  and  honoring  the  glorious 
efforts  of,  our  brothers  in  arms  belonging  to  other  armies,  who 
have  shared  with  us  the  service  of  saving  our  Government,  the 
President  and  either  of  the  Vice-Presidents  shall  be  authorized  to 
invite  the  attendance  of  any  officer  of  the  United  States  armies  at 
any  of  our  annual  meetings, 


By-Laws. 


BY-LAWS 


I.  All  meetings  of  this  Society  sluUl  bo  o]K"iied  by  praj^er  to 
Almighty  Grod  by  a  former  chaplain  of  the  army,  or  by  a  minister 
of  the  gospel,  to  be  selected  for  tlie  occasion  by  the  President  of 
the  Society. 

II.  Ever}'  officer  and  soldier  desiring  to  become  a  member 
of  this  Society  shall,  upon  signing  the  Consliliition,  pay  to  the 
Treasurer  the  sum  of  five  dollars  as  an  initiation  fee,  ami  there- 
after the  like  sum  of  five  dollars  per  annum,  as  yearly  dues;  and 
shall  thereupon  br  entitled  to  a  cop}'  of  the  Pi-oceedings  of  the 
Society,  when  puldished,  free  of  charge. 

III.  Any  member  who  shall  be  in  arrears  for  dues  for  a  period 
of  two  years  shall  have  his  name  dropped  from  the  rolls. 

IV.  All  moneys  paid  out  by  the  Ti-easurer  shall  be  upon  the 
written  order  of  the  Eecording  Seerctar}'.  approved  by  the  written 
consent  of  the  President;  and  at  each  annual  meeting  of  the 
Society,  the  Treasurer  shall  make  a  full  report  of  his  receipts  and 
disbursements. 

V.  When  the  place  of  the  next  annual  meeting  of  this  Society 
shall  be  decided  upon,  the  President  shall  appoint  an  Executive 
Committee  of  three  (3)  members,  resident  at  such  place,  or  con- 
tiguous thereto,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  make  all  needful  prepara- 
tions and  arrangements  for  such  meeting. 

VI.  That  prior  to  the  final  adjournment  of  the  Society,  at 
such  annual  meeting  thereof,  the  President  shall  appoint  a  com- 
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mittee  of  three  members,  resident  of  the  city  in  which  such  meet- 
ing shall  be,  and  not  officers  of  the  Society,  as  a  committee  on  bills 
and  claims,  and  to  such  committee  all  claims  against  the  Society, 
of  whatever  character,  should  be  referred  for  investigation  and 
allowance  before  being  paid. 

YII.  JSIo  member  of  the  Society  shall  speak  more  than  once 
on  any  question  of  business,  and  no  longer  than  five  minutes 
without  the  consent  of  the  Society  first  obtained. 

VIII.  At  each  annual  meeting  there  shall  be  selected,  in  such 
manner  as  the  Society  shall  determine,  from  the  members  of  the 
Society,  a  person  to  deliver  an  address  upon  the  history  of  the 
Army  of  the  Cumherland,  and  the  objects  of  '.he  Society,  at  the 
next  annual  meeting. 

IX.  Cushing's  Manual  of  Parliamentary  Law  shall  be  author- 
ity for  the  government  and  regulation  of  all  meetings  of  this 
Society.
